Nor is it their Land em only that hos 
thus declin'd, for their naval-Power which 
was anciently ſo formidable is now ſo pro- 
digiouſly ſunk, ſince the Defect of their Fleet 
by the Eugliſh Squadron in 1876, and in 
the Sea- fig ml with the Dutch ten Years after- 
wards, — beſides their loſing both Crete 
and Cyprus to the Pope and 2 enetians, they 
have loſt all Intereſt and Influence, with 
their old Dependants of Tunis and Ai ders.

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After mentioning this I need not add 
that their Trade which in the 18h Cen- 
tur was in fo poor a Way, and yet before | 
1876 was in ſo flouriſhing a Condition, is 
bow entirely funk and fallen into the Hands 
of the Merchants of Great Bilan. For a | 
great while indeed, they applied themſelves i | 
to it with more than ordinary Vigour, and | 
by being Matters of the beſt Ports in the 
17 editerranean, and by the Aſſiſtance of 
their Harbours in the Red Sea, open d an 
eaſier and quicker Paſſage to the Eaſt In- 
alies, than the Chriſtians could have, who are | 
forc'd to fail to them by the tedious and 
hazardous Navigation of the Cape of Good 
Hope.

It 
who loft their Limbs, e of ; were: = 
ways diſabled. This he ſettled according 
the following Table; for one Eye 5 Ls Le 
of our Money for Life for both Byes 12 L. for 
the right Arm 5 /. the left 31. for both 121 
for cheir Hands ſomething leſs, but with Jit- 
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tle difference. For one Leg 2/7. 10s. for 
both Legs 6/7. and the ſame for a Foot or 
both Feet, or with a very ſmall Diſpropor- 
tion, according to theDanger and Suffering 
of the Soldier. Nay, ſo careful was he of 
Men ſo diſabled, that if any one offered to 
wound, hurt or even ftrike a Soldier thus 
maim'd in the Service of the Empire, he was 
inſtantly ſentenc'd to loſe his Hand for the 
Offence ; which was a ſeverer Penalty than 
he incurr'd, if he had ſtruck an Iman or a 
Cady; as they call their Prieſts and Judges, 
By this means, my Lord, it is incredible 
for a while, with what Zeal his Troops us'd 
to ruſh into the Battle deſpiſing Wounds; or 
rather wiſhing for them, as the very Road 
to Preferment and Reward. Nor did his 
Care end here, for out of the choiceſt and 
beſt Troops, he form'd two great ſeparate 
Bodies of Infant) and Cavalry of 5000 i 
Men each, of the braveſt Veteran Soldiers, t 
who receiv'd double Pay, and were ſworn 
on the Alcoran never to turn their backs in I. 
Battle, till they had Orders to Retreat, or i 
that two Thirds of them were killd, and 
then to yield and be immediately ranſom'd, It. 
with twice the Number of the Enemies Il {« 
Troops, To keep them in this ſevere Diſ- u 
| _  cipline 
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cipline, all Officers of his Forces both Janis 
zaries and Habies were intirely choſen out 
of theſe two Bodies; which were in like 
manner ever reid out of thoſe Men 
who had ferv'd longeſt and diſtinguiſh d 
themſelves moſt, in every Provincial Corps in 
the Army. A method which had he liv'd- 
to have kept up, (for it fell with him) might 
have bid fair for the Recovery of all the 
Territory and Glory, they had loſt before 
in ſo many unſucceſsful Battles, and had 
probably coſt the Chriſtian Powers, infinite 
Blood and Hazards to have ſurmounted.

Till this great Man found a Remedy bor

| European Cavalry, and to truſt to their Speed

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found, * taught his Troops to truſt no 
more to the Svifinef of their Horſes, but 
their Strength and the Weight of them, and 
their Swords, to the infinite Service of the 
Another Method he took to improve the 
Soldiery, was frequently imploying them to 
ſhoot at Marks for Rewards, whence he made 
them excellent Marks-men with their Guns, 
when employed againſt their Enemy; ſay- | 
ing often to them, it was ridiculous a 
“Soldier ſhould not ſhoot as well as a Fow- I 
ce ler, ſince the one ſhot for his Life, and 
« the other only for his Diverſion or a little

« filly Gain ”. Nay, he carried this even 
to his Cannoniers, who by this means in his 
time, us'd to ſhoot as true, as with a Har- 
guebuſh or Muſket. .

ters, for to him alone are owing thoſe excel- =

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but as the natural Conſequences of the 
Power of that Church, which being entitled 
to ſeize or purchaſe every thing ſhe can 
lay her Talons on, and unable to alienate 
any thing ſhe has once poſſeſs d, muſt neceſ- 
farily have been foreſeen, (if Men had Eyes) 
to be ſecure in a few Ages of becoming Mi- 
ſtreſs: of the World, as ſhe has now in a 
manner made her. ſelf, by enſlaving Italy. 
A Truth, which even the Blindneſs of the 
laſt Age, might have diſcern'd with half an 
Eye, tho the Pope had not been beliey'd 
by them, to have the Keys of Heaven and 
Hell abſolutely in his Diſpoſal. For this Pri- 
vilege alone as it tied all pious: ſcrupu- 
lous Minds faſt to Rome, ſo the other as to 
this World, where her Power muſt be ever 
neceſſarily encreaſing, could not fail to join 
N ſtrongly to her, all daring and ambitious 
Spirits, by the Riches and Poſſeſſions, ſhe 
could tempt them with, to her; Intereſts. 
Ihe Policy of this See had, for many Ages 
perpetually employ'd her Eccleſiaſtictis to 
2 preach up to the People in all parts of the 


Earth, the vaſt Superiority of the ſpiritual 
Office of Prieſthood, above that of the Tem- 
poral one of a worldly King. They advanc d 
che Prieſt, as taking care of the .

tional Strengths and Buttrefles, that might 
prop it up, when length of Time and en- 
creaſe of Knowledge ſhould threaten it's Þ 
Fall ; and by every worldly Motive, ſecure | 
Mens Hands and Paſſions, and earthly Inte- : 


reſts to ſupport and keep it ſtanding. 


But theſe are Reflections which lie too 
open to your Lordſhip's Mind, to allow of

low: This they have exerted theſe two laſt 
Centuries in all the Plenitude of their Pow= 
er: And 1 ſhall only dwell on ſuch worldly 
Schemes and Methods, which have rais' d this 
Order to be Maſters of the Earth; without 
which power of the Sword, that of the Keys 
(in theſe Days eſpecially) would have ſigns 


fed little. | 


And firſt then, they are not only M aſters 
of Italy, excepting Piedmont and that part 
of Savoy, which Geneva and the & wiſe Can 
7015 conquer'd and keep in ſpite of them, 

tO 
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to the great Joy of the Chriſtian Princes; but 
they are Maſters of it more ſtrongly forti- 
fied, better furniſh'd with Magazines, and 
better guarded with a ſtanding Force of 
near 130000 Heteran Troops, than ever 
the World yet ſaw it. But beſides this, 
with the Forts and Hands of /zaly, they 
have by the Pope's Authority amaſs'd toge- 
ther, all the Wealth of it's Churches, the 
Hoards of it's Convents and Monaſteries, 
and all the votive Plate, Images, Jewels 
and Riches of Loretto. Theſe, under Pre- 
tence of ſaving them from the Fury of he 
Wars, and the Plunder of Hereticks, they 
have treaſur'd up in the Caſtle of St. Ange- 
lo, to the Value of near 150 Millions, as 
Men generally compute it. A Fund which 
in ſuch Hands, and under the Management 
of ſuch artificial Craftſmen, is able not 
only to keep up an invincible Army as they 
perpetually do, but even to buy off the ve- 
nal Faith and Forces of half the Princes of 
Europe, to their fide.

them, and the perpetual Couriers and Coun- 


cels that are ſent hourly from Rome, where 


the Nephew or Cardinal Padrone dictates 
mea- 
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meaſures n a if e were a fiſth 
d — itlis that chey hape en. 
excluded all Princes from intriguing 
in the Conclave; for tho they ſometimes leave 
the Nomination of fit Pexfans to the ſacred 
Purple (provided they are Jeſuits) to:crown'd 
Heads; yet are there no longer Spaniſh, 
French or 3 Cardinals in the World, 
ſince whatever Nation they belong to, they 
are abſolutely and ſolely Jeſuits and nothing 
elſe. Thus by confining the Cardinalſhip and 
Popedom to their own Order, they — been 
able to avoid two Rocks, 1 long and 
factious Conclaves, and ſhort Reigns. For 
it is not now as it was formerly, that he 
who went in there Pope, came out Cardi- 
mal, but even during the Pope's Life, they 
ſettle by Agreement the next Succeſſor, with- 
out Violence and Party-Feuds, and enter the 
Conclave for a few Days for Form's ſake, and 
generally take care to chuſe a middle-ag'd 
and healthy Pope, by which they are the 
more enabled to execute their Schemes and 
build up their Power. 
Nay, ſo indolent are the Princes of Re: 
rope grown and ſo little jealous of their old 


Ri She or at leaſt ſo conigious are they of 
their 
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their want of Power to influence Election, 
that tis grown a common Maxim wich 
them, that Popes reſemble Houſes, which 
tis better generally to buy ready made, 
than to be at the Expence and Care in 
making and raiſing them, fince often 
they do not like them, when the top 
Stone is plac d on the Building. And 
here indeed, is the great Source and Foun- 
tain of their Strength, for chiefly by this 
Canal (the Popedom) that feeds their 
leſſer Streams, are the great Promotions, 
Rewards bd Preferments, not only in 
their own but all other Courts, deriv'd 
to the Friends of the Society; and by 
them are the ſmaller Rivulets ſupplied, 
and the Land water d and enrichd, 
by their wiſe and artful Diſtribution.

And 
it is worth your Lordſhip's Notice, that 
ſince 1862, there has not one Book "either 
in Divinity or Hiftory (for on other Subjects 
they are very indifferent) which has ſeen 
the Light, but what have been wrote by 
the publick Profeſſors in thoſe Faculties; 
ſo that both preſent and future Times, 
muſt either take up with the falſe Lights 
they preſent them with, or ſearch out Truth 
from a few private conceal'd Manuſcripts, 
which it will be difficult, if not impoſſible

This brings to mind, what Paſquin faid 
on this Occaſion, that his Holigeſs had 
made his good Brethren the Jeſuits, ſole

By this means they 
pretend to be ſo peculiarly favour'd by her, as

Converſions, and to be enabled as it were, 


to inſpire the dulleſt Children with Learning, 
by her Bleſſing on their Prayers and Labours, 
all which extraordinary Gifts none of the 
other Orders have dar'd to ſet up for, or 
rival them in this laſt Cenrmury, whate- 
ver they usd to do in the former ones. 
(as*tis generally ſaid) and believed, that if any 
great Sinner enters into their Order, be ei- 
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ther dies by her Means, or amends his Life 
perfectly in ix Months; andas there has not 
theſe fifty Years, been one jeſuit accus d of 
any Crime whatever, ſo it is well known, that 
for fifty Years before, none were accus d who 
were not acquitted, and whoſe Accuſers did 
not die ſome violent or ſudden Death; by her 
vengeance and the judgment of Heaven 2 
tho!

Nor on the Side of Hain are 1 Affairs 
of this Crown any Thing better, for tho in 
the laſt Wars between the Crowns, both 
made a mighty Noiſe of their Advantages, 
ſinging Te Denm for every little Village they 
took on either Side, juſt like the London Prize. 
Fighters, that with Drums and Trumpets 
proclaim each little Cut they give each other; 
and tho? FFance eſpecially pretended, that the 
Spaniards were not able to ſtand before them, 
yet on the upſhot of the Matter, when they 
made the Peace that has laſted ever ſinee, am 
forc'd them to very inglorious Conditions. 
Your Lordſhip-1 is perfectly well appriz'd, that 
they are as ill eircumſtanc'd on the Side: of

His preſent Majeſty, Lewis thetwen- 
tieth, does not ſeem ſufficiently reſolute, or 
able, to mend the ill Poſture of his Affairs; 
and if he were, his Clergy and People ſeem 
no ways deſirous to diſoblige the Pope, by 
ſtrength ning the Hands of their Prince; 
and what is worſe, they are jealous the King 
would take a ſevere Revenge, for their join- 
ing with Rome againſt him, if he 8 
once redover his former Power. 
Beſides, tho' the King is not fifty, . is 
Poem a little crazy, and leaves his Affairs 
to his Miniſters, who are more deſirous 
to manage Things well at home, afid re- 
medy the Diſorders that cramp their Ad- 
miniſtrations, than quartel with Ain Neigh- 
bours who uſe. the Nation all.

quence of this muſt not be, That his Maje- 
ſty will be very ill ſerw'd, and haver only 
mercenary rapacious Miniſters to manage 
his Affairs, when he neither ſhews Prudence 
in chuſing, nor Conſtancy in ſupporting 
them; and indeed the French Nobil lity have 


a their Game accordingly. The whole 
of 
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ſtrations, for two Thirds of his Reign, has 
been to pillage the Kingdom, whether Af- 
fairs went well or ill, beitig like ſome Mills I 
have ſeen on the Seine, that will grind and 
get Toll both with Flood and Ebb. 
In the Mean-time this unhappy Kingdom 
has been paying ſeverely for theſe Miſma-

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Ravage that attends this bewitching Mad 
neſs, is to proſtitute their Perſons torithe 
fortunate Conqueror, ard at the dreadſul 
Expence of all that ſhould be dear to ther, 
to prevent the irreparable Deſtruction that 
muſt otherwiſe conſume, like Fire, their 
domeſtick OEconomy, and the Fortune of 
the Family. A Practice which I fear ſpreads 
too faſt in ſome Countries, as well as here, 
and puts me in Mind of what Tatitus fays 

* of the Germans Love of Gaming in his 
Time, that when they had plaid away all their 
Money, they then ſet their Liberties and their 
Bodies at Stake, which became the Property 
of the Conqueror. The Men indeed have 
ſometimes the happy Conſolation, by turning 
Villains and Sharpers, to repair the Ruins of 
their Eſtates, by preying on the Ignorance 
and Inexperience of others; but ſurely, to 
an honeſt and ingenuous Mind, there is no 
Ruin can befall a Man equal to this, where 
the Repairs of their Circumſtances are; ar- 
ing to the Sale of their Reputation? 

I know not, my Lord, whether 8 
Alleviation of the Crime, or an Aggravation 
of it, that this fatal Luxury and immenſe 
Extra vagance is not ſo much owing to the 

pm of the People, as the Policy of the 
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Court; but certain it is, that this is the 
main Pontfimial: all the, ſad Diſorders. 
Frugality and OEconomy are the great 
ſtanding Fences againſt the ſhining Temp- 
tations of ambitious Princes and deſigning 
Miniſters, and therefore there is a Neceſſi- 
ty of breaking thro them, by rendring 
them unfaſhionable, and conſequently ri- 
diculous. The great Machiavels in the 
Art of Ruling, know too well the Force of 
this Reaſoning; a luxurious Gentry muſt be 
expenſive, if expenſive needy, if needy 
they muſt run in Debt, and if indebted, they 
muſt either give up their Pleaſures, or take 
Places and Preferments to ſupport them, that 
render themſelves Slaves to the Will of their 
Maſter, who is thereby Lord at once of 
their Honour and Liberty, and in them a 
fair Purchaſer of that of his People. 

Behold at once, my Lord, the fatal Mar- 
ket of the Freedom of this Nation, and all 
their boaſted Parliaments Rights and Privi- 
leges, which they once enjoy d in as full a 
Proportion, as our own happy Country- 
men. But while we lament their miſera- 
ble Conduct, let us rejoice at our own, 
and the Bleſſings that, under Heaven, we 


owe to that . Race of Heroes, under 
:0-&. 0+  _ 
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and by whom we ſtill poſſeſs thoſe invalua- 
ble Bleſſings, which — falſe Ambition of 
our neighbouring Princes, and the thought- 
leſs Vanity, Pride, and F olly of their fu 
jects, have extirpatet. 

But I have detain'd your Lordſhip. te 
long with theſe grave Reflections, and ſhall 
therefore reſerve any further Accounts of 
this People, and the Conduct of the Mini- 
ſters here, who ſeem deſirous of improving 
the preſent State of Things, till the next 
Diſpatch I have the Honour to ſend you. 
Poſſibly in caſe what I now fend be not diſ- 
agreeable to you, I may be able, in my 
next, to entertain you better on this Head.

Several fingle Thorns from different Places, 
Compoſtella, Tholouſe, and this City, to be 
ſold brats: The Reed given our Lord for 
a Scepter (Rome St. John Lateran.) His

from Paris. A large Crucifix made of the 


Wood of it (Rome). Several Nails belong- 
ing to it, two of Rome, two from Venice, 
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one from Colen, two from Paris, one from 
Kenna, one from Naples, one from St. De- 
is, one from the Carmelites at Paris. 
N. B. We ſay in this as aforeſaid, Which 
are the right Nails, he only knows, whoſe 
Body they pierced ; but the Vouchers and 
Certificates for all are to be ſeen, proved, 
and examined, let the Purchaſers deter- 
mine according to the Truth. The Title 
faſtned to the Croſs, fair and legible, and 
thought to be Pilate's Hand Writing, from 
Tholouſe., The Spunge that was dipt in 
Vinegar, and given to our Lord; Rome, 
From Cafjinz another. The Point of the 
Launce, three of them, one originally of 
Rome, another from Paris, a third from 
 Aamtonge, all properly voucht and evi- 
dencd.

Another Crucifix, which having 
had it's Leg broke by accident, ſtunk ſo 
grievouſly, that all in the Church were 
forced to hold their Noſes for the Stench, 
till proper Remedies being applied, the 
Bone knit again, tho' the Place where the 
broken parts join'd, is ſtill viſibly thicker 
and larger, and that Leg near two Inches 
ſhorter than the other. Another Crucifix 
from Trent, under which the Synod was 
{worn and promulg'd, and which bow'd it's 
Head to teſtifie the Approbation which it 
gave to the learned Decrees of that Holy 
Aſſembly. VM. B. As no Man could ever 
tell what this Crucifix was made of, ſo it 
is much doubted by the Faithful, if ever it 
was made with Hands; it worketh unheard 
of Miracles. Another Crucifix from St. Do- 
minich the greater in Naples, which {poke 
one Day to St. Thomas Aquinas, I hon haſt 


ell written of me; Thomas. Another from 


the Church of the Benedrttines in Naples, 
which 
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which held twice two long Converſations 
with his Holy Vicegerent, Pope Pius V. 
of bleſſed Memory; and another of St. Ma- 
ry of the Carmelites of the ſame City, which 
bowed it's Head at the Sight of a Cannon 
Bullet which was ſhot at him in 1439, (when 
Don Pedro of Aragon beſieg'd that City) 
and only ſtruck off the Crown. V. B. To 
cover his Head, being very bald, there is 
a Peruke of the Hair of the Virgin fitted 
to it, to be taken off in hot Weather. 
An Image of (hriſt made by himſelf, and 
ſent to King Abgarns from St. Hilveſter, in 
the Field of Mars in this City. Another 
made by Angels, from the Chapel of the 
Santa Santtorum in this City, and a Cruci- 
fix which was begun to be painted by Vzco- 
demns, but finiſht by Angels; from the Ca- 
thedral of St. Martin in Lucca. M. B. All 
theſe Crucifixes have wrought incredible 
Miracles within theſe laſt fifty or ſixty Years, 
Large Parcels of the Bleſſed Virgin's Hair, 
all of one Colour, from Paris and ſeveral 
Places leſs known, and much of it of this 
City. Great Quantities of her Milk ga- 
thered from many Places. Some Butter 
and a ſmall Cheeſe made of it, that never 
decays or corrupts, from Mexico in Ameri- 
Cd. 
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ca, Her Slipper, and one of her Shoes: 
M. B. This is the original Shoe, which the 
famous Rzver, in his Apology for the Virgin 
(Lib. 11. Chap. Ix.) was poſſeſt of, and had 
the Figure of it grav'd, and publiſht with 
Licence; and in the middle of the Sole 
this is written, The: Meaſure of the moſt 
Holy Foot of our Lady ; and then follows, 
Pope John XXII. hath granted to thoſe who 
ſhall thrice kiſs it, and rehearſe three Ave 
Maries with Devotion to her bleſſed Honour 
and Reverence, that they ſhall gain 700 
Years of Pardon, and be freed from many 
Hins. I muſt add here, my Lord, what all 
the learned, and even thoſe who have only 
ſeen the Cut of it publiſht by Rivet, know 
to be true, that the exact Meaſure of this 
bleſſed Shoe, is juſt ſeven and a quarter of 
our Inches; which I hint to your Lord- 
ſhip, becauſe ſome well-ſhap'd Catholick 
Ladies, may be much rejoyced in caſe their 
Feet ſhould tally with this Meaſure.

I thank you 
for the Curioſities you ſent me, and to en: 
gage you to this Kind of Traffick, I have 
given Orders to ſend you, by the Turty Fleet, 
an excellent Hogſhead of Carolina, (our own 
Plantation White Wine) and three or Four 
fine Pieces of Damaſk, made of the Silk of 
that Country; both which we have brought 
to that Perfection there, as is of vaſt Ad- 
vantage to Great A as well as the Co- 
lony. 

Since you think it wil make the Grand 
Seignior encourage Aſtronomy, I have alſo ſent 
you one of the compleateſt largeſt and beſt re- 
flecting Teleſcopes in London, which we make 
with ſuch exquiſite Skill and Contrivance, 
that they exceed tenfold all thoſe that Wete 
uſed by the Aſtronomers in the laſt Age. 
Tho it be but of a moderate Length, yet

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it is altogether as good as the larger Ones; and 
the Expence of fixing it up, much leſs; and 
you may diſcern evidently with this, not only 
the Hills, Rivers, Vallies, and Foreſts, but 10 
Cities in the Moon, that ſeem nearly to re- 
ſemble our own, and what is ſtill more, even 
Mountains and Seas in HVenus and the other 
Planets. Nay ſome of our Aſtronomers have 
gone ſo far, as to aver, they could diftinguith 
the Times of Plowing, and Harveſt there, 
by the Colour of the Face of the Earth, and 
to ſpecifie thoſe Times, that others might 
make a judgment of their Obſervation, and 
have maintain'd, that they have plainly ſeen 
in the Moon, Contlagrations, and the Smoak 
ariſing from them. 11

than of Truth, in ſuch Opinions, I would 
not have your Excellency quarrel with this 
I ſend you, if it does not perform all theſe 
Miracles. I will aſſure you, beforehand, you 
will find it magnifie to fo prodigious a De- 
gree, as will perfectly aſtoniſh you, as much 
as you are us d to Teleſcopes; while it gives 
you ſuch evident Demonſtrations, that all 
the Planets are not only habitable, but in- 
habited.

this Scheme has taken Place. In Sculptures 
particularly, We have ſo far excelled, chat 
no Nation comes near us in cutting in Gra- 
nite, Serpentine, or Porphyry; and wealone 
have the Art of Working in that hardeſt of 
Stones, the Biſaltes, by the Help of Emery, 
prepar'd in the new Method; and by having 
probably found out the Secret of tempering 
our Steel, after the Manner of the Ancient 
N and Romans. 

I am ſorry to tell your Excellency, chat 
we have gone as great Lengths as to Mu- 
ſick, but without aſſigning Premiums, and 
am afraid you will put me in Mind of C- 
cero's Maxim, in his Treatiſe de Legibus, 
Mutat Muſics mutantur Mores, and the 
Rule he lays down for it, which is worth 
the Conſideration of every Nation, Curan- 
dum i taque eft, ut Muſica quam graviſſima & 
ſedans ma retmeatur. It was with this 
View, that ſeveral of his Majeſty's Royal Pre- 
deceſſors, peremptorily drove the Bale O- 
pera and Muſic twice from Great Britain, 
and forbid their acting in their Theatres, in 
St. James's Square and Kenſington, as ener- 
Kee our Spirits, and emaſculating the 
Brniſh Genius. Ceorge II. would never 
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allow it to be:us'd in his Troops, or r by any 
Officers in them; and with Difficulty net 
it be retain'd 11 the Church Service, gene 
Anthems. Some States have prohibited the 
Study and Practice of Muſick; with the ſame 
Views; and the Spartans, your Excellency 
knows, made a Decree againſt Timotheus, for 
improving ſoft Mufick, and yet we have run 
into a Paſſion for it, with that Violence, that 
it has not only thriven at the Expence of 
the good Senſe, and, almoſt, the Valour of 
our Nation, but has, in ſome meaſure, ſup- 
planted our Ambition, and our Thirſt 1 
Wealth and Power. 

The Fiddle, particularly, bak ſo far go 
into the Hands of our Gentlemen, that, I

e they tp all c over RA und if e 
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is little danger of that,” and as they are on 
all occafions vaſtly ſerviceable to the Czar's 
affairs, both at home and abroad, it is cer- 
tain their power will rather increaſe” than 
leflen here. 
In the mean time, they make the utmoſt 
uſe of what they have, to bring over more 
and more the whole body of the Clergy to 
their Party, that by them they may gain on 


the People, and by degreees prepare this 


Church to receive the Yoke on her neck, 
which ſhe has fo long, and fo obſtinately 


renounced. 
To oblige the Clergy in the moſt ſenſible 
manner, they have perſuaded the Czar to 


eſtabliſh in different parts of the Empire, 


near two hundred Schools for the Muſcovite 
Youth, and eſpecially the Sons of the Cler- 
gy; and to ſettle the annual Præmiums on 
the ſeveral Univerſities, for ſuch of them as 
diſtinguiſh themſelves by their parts and 
en and at the ſame time, they have 
thoſe Schools, and Univerſities, and Præ- 
miums, entirely under the management of 
perſons ſolely dependant on them. 

By this means, ſuch principles are in- 
ſtilled, ſecretly and imperceptibly, into the 
Youth of the Empire, as neceſſarily beget a 


horror 
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horror of Schiſm, a love of Union, and a 
high veneration for the authority and doo- * 
trines of the Church of Rome. 1 
But as theſe counterfeit Fiſhers of men are 
generally obſerved not to do their work by 
halves, they have taken meaſures yet more 
effectual, to oblige both the People and 
Clergy for ever. There are, my Lot num- 
bers of poor mortals in this Nation, who 
being able juſt to read the ſervice of the 
1 Church in their own tongue, and a tranſla- 
i tion of St. Chry/otome's Homilies into it, to 
the People, get into Prieſts Orders, like the 
ſons of Eli, to gain a piece of bread; and 
yet the proviſion made for them is ſo ſmall, 
they are diſappointed even in ſecuring that, 
and are Almoſt ſtarving two thirds of the year. 
There are in the Cant s Dominions four 
: thouſand Partſhes in theſe circumſtances, 
f where the prieſt was in this wretched ſcitua- 
tion; and yet by his Majeſty's perſonal con- 
tributions, and by a regular tax of the tenth 
penny on all eecleſiaſtical preferments, which 
they procured to be voluntarily laid on, by 
the Patriarch, Biſhops, and richer Clergy, 
whoſe livings exceed a hundred pounds per 
annum, theie is a fund raiſed, with ſo ge- 
e and ehfiſtian a ſpirit, that their p r 4 * 
GE bretht . 
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biechren he were daily in danger of periſh» 
ing, and Religion with them, for want of 
ſupport, are delivered from the contempt and 
miſery of their condition, and have now full 
forty pounds per annum, ſettled for ever 
on each of their Livings. 

While they thus provided for the. FA 
and the ignorant, they have not forgot the 
richer and more learned Clergy; and as 
they have their ſpies and emiſſaries every 
where, whenever they find a man of real 
merit confin'd to a pariſh in ſome remote 
corner, out of the eye and notice of the 
Court, where he is obliged to waſte his life 
in inſtructing his Ryſſes (the moſt ſtupid of 
rational Creatures) like a ſecond St. Francis 
preaching to the rocks in a deſart; they take 
care, if they find him a friend to their Or- 

der, or can make him ſo, to have him re- 
moved to ſome happier ſituation. _ 
Judge, my Lord, what an influence this 
muſt give them on poor Ruſſian Monks, who 
though they are regular enough in their 
lives, and are good men at their breviary; 
yet, I fancy, when they pray, may now 
and then, as Naturaliſts ſay of the Came- 
leon, look at the fame time with one eye to 


Heaven, and with the other on the Earth, 
where 
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where eaſe and convenience are pretty in- 
duſtriouſſy ſought after. Nay, they haye- 


even taken care of their intereſts, if I may 


ſo ſpeak, after their death; and have ob- 


tained a Law, that their Wide if poor, 


ſhall enjoy one year's full profit of their 


Husband's living, after his deceaſe, or ten 
pounds per annum for life: So that here is 
another deep obligation laid on this po- 
erful body, and by men that are little in- 
clined to favour a married Clerg x. 

I ſhall continue, my Lord, a little longer, 
to make theſe Jeſuits panegyrick (and cer- 
tainly, if they did theſe good things to a 


good end, they would deſerve a much no- 


bler one than! can honour them with z) for I 
muſt confeſs, the Conſtitutions they have 
introduced into this Church, as to Biſhops, 
are worthy the virtue and piety of the apo- 
ſtolick Age. For in the firſt place, they 
have obtained a Law, that no Biſhop ſhall 
be capable during life, of being Wants 
from the firſt See he is appointed to fill, (ex- 
cept when he is removed to be Patriarch) 
buthe 1s married as effectually to his Church 


as to his Wife, and can never eſpouſe ano- 


ther. The Nuſſian Biſhops 5 were 
ſtill changing their ſcituations and driving 
n O 3 about 
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about in their coaches, like the Tartars 
who lived perpetually in carts, journeying 
from one place to another for better - graſs, 
when they had cat the paſture bare where 
they had firſt ſettled ; but they have taught 
them now, like /ſachar, to know that Reſt 
was good (at leaſt in one ſenſe) for them, 
and made them both remember and prac» 
tiſe the good old Monkiſh maxim, 


Si qua ſede ſædes, gue fit tibi commoda ſedes, 
Id ſede ede, nec ab illa ſede recede. 


By this Law they have obtained two good 
ends. Firſt, that the Biſhops ſhall not dan- 
gle perpetually after the Court, but ſhall 
be leſs laviſhly dependant on the Czar, 
(who before uſed to manage them as he 
pleaſed, and ſet their tongues to go faſter 
or {lower, as we do our Clocks, as he found 
moſt convenient) and in conſequence here- 
of, that hereafter they ſhall be more incli- 
nable to the intereſt of the Pope, and his 
eccleſiaſtical Authority, when once it ſhall 
be eſtabliſhed here. This was certainly a 
moſt impolitick ſtep for this Court to make, 
but it is grown a maxim now in this, as 


well as moſt Governments in Europe, that

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ſecurity ſo ſtrong and binding, to PR 
ety, learning, and true merit only confi- 
dered in ſuch ſacred preferments, 5 . if it 
prevailed through the whole body of the 
Popiſh Church, or indeed in any other, 
would ſoon give them ſtrength 100 credit 
ſufficient to baffle and overturn all their ad- 
verſaries, and almoſt give countenance and 
authority to the worſt and weakeſt Doc- 
trines ſhe could maintain. Behold here the 
nobleſt provifion for learning and merit! 
but the difficulty that ſtill remains, is to 
find either of . in Ruſſia. My Lord, 
they have taken effectual care, even of this 
almoſt inſurmountable evil; for beſides the 
new Premiums they have got eſtabliſhed 
in the Schools and Univerſities, which -are 
able to rouſe and awaken the drowſieſt na- 
tures, the Biſhop is obliged to keep a con- 
_ fant Library (appropriated to, and belong- 
ing to the See) in good order and condi- 
tion, for the uſe of his Clergy; and in their 
turns of ſeniority, to have ſix of them re- 
fiding in his houſe for twelve calendar 
months, reading under his direction for 8 
leaſt eight hours every day. 1. 
By this means learning, that is, ſome rea- 
ſonable degree of it, is become more gene- 
ral 


* 
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ral among the Clergy who formerly could 
hardly read their Liturgies; and furely if 
this obtain d in our Country, it would be 


of much greater ſervice than our larger li- 


braries are, which like armories have few or 
no arms kept for conſtant ſervice,” but are 
really more for ſhew than uſe, and to give 
an air of ſtrength and ſuperiority to our 
Neighbours and Strangers that viſit them. 
And becauſe formerly the Ruffan Clergy 
like the reſt of the Greek Church entirely 
neglecting preaching, never making Ser- 
mons but twice in the year, on the Firſt of 
September when their year begins, and St. 
John Baptiſis day, they have by their in- 
fluence and authority in many Dioceſſes 
prevail'd on the Biſhops to oblige their Pa- 
riſh Prieſts to preach-at leaſt the farſt Sun- 
day in every month, and to lefſen their la- 
bour'thoſe' days they have order'd them to 
abbrevite - thet tedious Liturgies of the 
Greek Church, and thereby prepar'd them 
for the ſhoiter and much eafier one uſed 
in the Latin. It is certain indeed; with all 
this care and reading the NRuſſian 1 
are miſerable Performances; for tho t 
are kept by turns thus conflantly poring in 
their Bibles and Comments on tliem, and

cient Fathers of the Gree Church, they 


do not ſeem to reliſh, or at leaſt to digeſt 


them well; and if I may be allow'd the le- 


vity of the expreſſion, they drink Wine, 
but they piſs Water. | 
But methinks, my Lord, I perceive an 
Objection ready to be offer d here, and 
which yet I will undertake the good Je- 
ſuits ſhall effectually anſwer ; and that is, 
that by theſe excellent Inſtitutions they ſeem 
to have cut ſhort their own power of pro- 
viding for the Friends of their Society and 
Faction. No, my Lord, never doubt them, 
they are not ſo ſhort- ſighted; for tho' they 
concern themſelves leſs in the ſmaller Pre- 
ferments, they induſtriouſly take care of all 
that are conſiderable, and particularly as to 
the Biſhopricks they let no Man ſtep into 
the pooreſt See of this Church, whom they 
cannot abſolutely depend on as a Creature 
of their own. 
There are in all Churches, and eſpecially 
in this, a kind of very managing and ma- 
nageable Divines, who pay their court to 
intereſt and power, wherever they find it, 
by a ſervile obſequiouſneſs in proſtituting 
their Pens and their Pulpits to defend or ex- 
If.” plode 
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plode all Tenets as they are convenient or 
improper for the preſent times, andi the pre- 
ſent views of their maſters: They are a 
race of creatures who are ſtill mighty ſtick- 
lers for all ſeaſonable local Truths and tem- 
poral Verities, and are too often found to 
be the uſefulleſt tools that ever were ſet at 
work by the wiſe Matchiavels of the world: 
However the malice of ſome envious peo- 
ple nick- name them ſometimes the Profeſ- 
ſors of the Engaftromythick Divinity, and 
rail at them a little ſeverely as teaching 
trencher Truths, and writing and preach- 
ing from that lower kind of Aut ace 
which has ſet ſo many great Souls at work, 
and fills the head from the fumes of the 
belly. 

Out of this illuſtrious body theſe good Fa- 
thers fail not with infinite Keil and care to 
garble ſuch Spirits as they find entirely de- 


voted to their ſervice, and ready to act the 


part of meer machines, to be directed and 
managed as they ſhall find proper to em- 


ploy them; and of this clay, thus temper d 


and prepar d, are the choice veſſels of the 
Ruſſian Church, her holy ee and Fa- 
n conſtantly made. 


Next 
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Next to this great circumſtance” (which 
is ever a condlilio fins gud non) there are two 
material conſiderations that have perpetually 
influenc'd their choice of fit Perſons to fill 
the vacant Sees, both which Gerbe . 
Lordſhip's conſideration. | : 
The firſt is, that ſuch as are of "oO g- | 
milies of the Nobility, and related nearly | 
to the great Knezzes and Officers at the 
Court, or in the ſeveral Provinces, ſhall till _ 
be preferr'd to thoſe that are meanly born, 
= tho' ſuperior to them in parts and learning; 
by which rule they tie down their relations 
to ſupport their deſigns, and — 
| that great revolution they have projected. 
The ſecond is, that unmarried and child- 
leſs perſons ſhall always be pitch'd on; be- 
cauſe tho' they find it impracticable to in- 
. troduce Celibacy among the inferior Cler- 
gy (who by the Canons of the Greek | 
Church muſt be married before they take 
orders, and can never marry again being 
widowers) yet by this method they have 
ſufficiently eftabliſh'd it among the whole 
Order of Biſhops. Hereby they have brought 
them to conform to the Latin Church in 
a material article, and by being childleſs, 
made them leſs tied down in their families 
3 ant 
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and fortunes to the Civil Powers, and like- 


lier and abler with their Wealth, and Inte- 


reſt to ſupport the Eccleſiaſtical Eſtate, to 


which they are ſo nearly, relate. 


A —_ my e if it obtain 9 
in the Greek and Proteſtant. Churches, 


which allow marriage to their Clergy, 
would at leaſt have this good conſequence, 
that men of the greateſt Talents, and bleſs d 
with a ſpirit and genius fit for governing 
others, would live unmarried, and prepare 
themſelves by times for ſuch important 
truſts; and alſo the little ſtream of wealth 
which is yet left undrain'd and allow'd to 
feed the conveniences or neceſſities of their 
Prelates, would not ſo often be entirely funk 
in filling up the private ponds and canals of 
a family, but be more generally diſpers d 


to — the face of their country, to the 


profit and ſervice of the publick. But as 


theſe reflections are fitter for a different 


place, I ſhall diſmiſs them, to mention to 


your Lordſhip another maxim by which 
theſe. good and pious Fathers prepare the 


way for the papal authority; and that is, by 
encouraging learning among the Nobile 
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ſous

This would be a very unlikely Engine 
for them to work with, if they did not con- 
fine it in proper bounds and limits; but as 
there are few Printing: preſſes here, and 
moſt of them ſet up by er . 
ſince they are in a manner the ſole impo 
ters of books; they take heed, while they 
cheriſh and reward Scholars, to furniſh them 
only with fuch Authors as are either ſecretly or 
openly conqucivetothefeends. Thus in Ry/- 
fa, as in many other places, Men read not to 
direct themſelves in forming juſt thoughts 
and opinions of things, but to confirm 
them in thoſe which they have alteady ta- 
ken up, or in favour of which their Intereſt 
or their Paſſions are ſtrongly engag d. As 
to this people, it is beyond all queſtion, the 
Jeſuits could not have fo effectually broken 
down (the main fences between the Greeks 
and Latino) the Zeal and Ignorance of the 
Laity and Clergy, as by this limited kind 
of learning; which is as different from true 
| Knowledge, as the light of a lanthorn that 
Juſt directs us in the night in the path we 
deſire to walk in, is from the light of the 
Sun that opens the whole face of the Cre- 
ation to our view. 


Let 
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Let us no paſs from their management 
ofiths: Clergy, to conſider the mixt body of 
the people in general; and we ſhall find 
there three powerful cauſes, that are perpe- 
tually at work to bring about the ends which 
the boundleſs ambition of this ſociety, and 
the empire of the ” atican are ever per- 
ſuing. 
Ihe firſt of theſe i is, removing a e 
lous practice that prevail'd, as all hiſtorians 
tell us, for many ages in this country, of the 
landlords obliging all their poor vaſſals to 
work on Sundays as much as other days, to 
the intolerable burthen of their tenants, to 
the utter breach of the Laws of God, and 
the ſcandal of thoſe of Men. Their remedy 
indeed has little regarded the former of 
theſe, but has entirely removed the latter, 
which was nearer their hearts; for by a new 
conſtitution of the Czar's, and a Canon of 


one of their Synods, they have ordain'd, 


that on Sunday no perſon ſhall be allow d 


to labour, but ſhall ſpend the day, aſter at- 


tending divine ſervice, entirely in ſports 


and diverſions of all kinds. As this was 
known to be their work, it is incredible 


what favour and reſſ pect they have gain d 


who 
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who uſed to abhor the leaſt communi n 02 a 
tion and correſ| pondence with them. $a 
As this — takes in all the 8] a 
the lower people, the ſecond reaches to 
thoſe who are eaſier in their cireumſtances, 
and endeavour by their induſtry to enlarge 
their fortune. To gain theſe, as the good 
Fathers are the ow. Bankers and T 5/8 
in the Catholick world, (where they have 
labour d to ſupplant both the Duich and 
us) ſo they have with great expence and 
gain eſtabliſh'd trade and manufacturies in 
the chief towns of this vaſt Empire, and have 
taught the Ruſſians to extend their com- 
merce and bring in wealth to their Lead 
in a ſurprizing manner. 

How far this muſt endear * to all, is 
eaſily conceiv'd; and therefore I ſhall paſs 
on to the laſt main cauſe that favours their 
deſigns, and that is the univerſal Deiſm that 
has ſeed ſuch crowds of perſons conſi- 
derable for rank, power, and fortune in 
this nation, This epidemical plague has 
ſpread moſt unaccountably among them 
from ſeveral ill grounded and zameful 
cauſes, the falſhood and folly of which 
we are not to examine now : but it has 


Nail d ſo. here, that even thoſe who ſtill 
pre- 
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preſerve ſome remains of reſpect for our ho- 
9 Faith, indulge themſelves in picking out 
of it and their particular fancies and pre- 
judices, a mix d Olio of a Religion of their 
own, which deſerves to be compar'd to no- 
thing ſo properly as that of their neighbour= 
ing Tarrars, the Morduizes; who are both 
TJ cireumcis'd and baptiz'd as Jews and Chris 
Lian, and yet are abſolute Pagans in 
their worſhipping and ſacrificing to Idols. 
Nay, I have known Great Men here, re- 
markable for more Learning than generally 
falls to the ſhare of Noblemen in Naſſia, 
| who were credulous enough to allow a thous 
[ ſand hiſtorical abſurdities in Authors of cre- 
dit on the ſlighteſt evidence, who believ'd, 
or affected to believe nothing in the Bible, 
tho ſupported by the ſtrongeſt. ; 
Such an odd unaccountable way of think- 
ing have ſome Minds contracted, that re- 
ſemble the Dead Sea, as Mandeville de- 
ſcribes it, on which Iron would ſwim, but 
a Feather would fink immediately. How 
far this deluge of Infidelity, overſpreading 
and overturning the old Foundations ſettled 
here in this Church, may contnhure and 
give opportunity to the building up the pa- 
pal Authority amidſt the repute yer e 
&- - n 
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«ions of both, I need not obſerve to your 
Lordſhip, who have ſo thorough an infight 
1n the dependance and conſequences of ſuch 
things. Thus far it is obvious to remark, 
that in ſo terrible a confuſion, Rome and the 
worſt of her corruptions will be preferred 
by the Clergy themſelves, and all that have 
any remainder of Piety left, to no Religion 
rat all; and even the debauch'd and immo- 
ral part of Men who have none, and find 
it neceſſary to keep up ſome outward pro- 
feſſion in the world, will come into the 
change as the beſt and fitteſt they can find 
for their purpoſe. And indeed it muſt be con- 
feſt, there is no Religion upon earth, where 
believing or doing ſo little, will ſo effectually 
ſerve the turn (if men will be ſilent and 
obedient) as that of the Church of Rome, 
and theſe good Fathers with their An kkions 
and abſolutions. 
But while I fay this I would-r not ts un- 
derſtood, my Lord, as if I gave credit 
to the reports that are ſpread here, as if the 
Jeſuits ſecretly favour'd the growth of this 
devouring peſtilence. Tho' we well know 
by fad experience in Great Britain, what 
horrible ſects and hereſies their emiſſaries 


ſow'd FRE our r anceſtors, in the calami- 
. tous 


tous confuſions of the ſeventeenth Century, 
in hopes to overturn ot Church and reſtore 
their o; yet I am unwilling to believe 
they can be poſſeſs d with ſo infernal a ſpi-— 
rit as that of James Mora the Surgeon and | 
William Platen of Milan, who conſpir d to | 
poiſon and infect the Citizens in the time of I 
the Plague, in order to make themſelves 
maſters of their Fortunes, as an old Author 
tells us in his Travels *. However I think I 
may without breach of charity ſay, that they 
would rather even Deiſm or Mahometiſin 
ſhould prevail, ſo they could at laſt eſtabliſh 
themſelves, than that the Greek Church 
ſhould flouriſh in oppoſition to Rome, and 
keep their ador'd St. Micholas in his poſt of 
Porter of the gates of Heaven, in contempt 
of St. Peter whom they have plac'd there. 
And thus I ſhall put an end to this account 
of their Intrigues here, and their Schemes 
for obliging and ſerving the Ruſſau Church 
and Clergy, in order to enſlave them; and 
muſt own, there are ſome things they haye 
done as to this laſt particular, that, with pro · 
o per Abate ments would rejoice, to ce p- 
pied in our own Kingdoms, whenever the 
nee 7 1903.

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wiſdom and piety of our excellent Sovereign 
ſhould judge it convenient. 
Where truth allow'd it, I have given 
them their due praiſes, and ſhould be ſorry 
to ſpeak of them with any unreaſonable bit- 
terneſs and ſeverity. I admire the great 
Talents, Learning, and Wiſdom of that pro- 
digious ſociety as much as any man, where 
they are applied (as they ought ſolely to be) 
to the good of Mankind, and the glory of 
our Creator. But to ſee ſuch excellent in- 
ſtruments turn'd to corrupt our Morals, to 
wound Religion, and raiſe Factions, Schiſms, 
and Rebellions in the earth to ſerve their 
own ambition, mult raiſe every one's indig- 
nation. Tis a deteſtable perverting of Wit 
and reaſon, and all the powers of the hu- 
man mind, from the noble purpoſes they 
were given us for by Heaven, to the worſt 
that can be ſuggeſted by Hell; and bears a 
near reſemblance of their practice who 
make uſe of that ſou] of vegetation, and 
baſis of nutriment, the Nitre of the Earth, to 
convert it into gunpowder for the deſtruction 
of their fellow-creatures. 1d vob 
It is true they pretend the good of man- 
kind, and the peace of the Church, ate the 
great views which all their toils and n 
| | 1 are 
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are directed to; tho they make uſe of ſuch 
infernal r e to arrive at them, as plainly ] 
ſhew tis the power and empire of this world 
they aim at. If they made a good ule of 
their power where they are maſters, Men 
would certainly oppoſe them with leſs vio- 
lence than they do; but alas, they are perpea 
tually employing 1 it where they dare, to per>; 
ſecute and torment their Chriſtian brethren 
for the leaſt uneſſential differences in opi- 
nions: condemning them to dungeons 
and tortures, and delivering them up, as far 
as they are able, both to temporal and eter- 
nal fire. The ſavage nations in America 
indeed, are ſaid to make war on their neigh- 
bours, who do not uſe the ſame cuſtoms 
and ſpeak the fame language; but theſe 
Gentlemen go a few ſteps further, and per- 
ſue you to the death, nay beyond the grave, 
becauſe you do not think as they do (a 
matter in no man's power) in ſpeculative 
points of their own contriving and impoſing. 

For after all, my Lord, they have not only 
made a perfect manufacture of this commo- 
dity, but a monopoly too, and have ma- 
nag' d with their Faith, as to the world, as 
the French K ing has done with his ſalt. as to 
his ſubjects. At firſt it lay ready in every 
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creek, a plain uſeful healthful commodity, 
which all that pleas d had for taking 85 
till by his abſolute power the King ſeizes it 
ſolely into his hands, makes it up his own 
way, and refines it as he thinks proper; and 


then orders every one, on pain of led. f 


take ſuch a proportion of it as he thinks ne 


ceſſary for them, whether they want it or 
no, or whether they will or no; and för- 
bids under ſevere penalties that any that's 
foreign ſhould be imported, and puniſhes 
all that make uſe of any other (tho' ever ſo 
much better) that is privately brought in by 
ſtrangers. | 22

Buti tho 
F have leſs ſhare in it as to any Pleafute or 1 
expectation of my own, your Lordi} 
moſt exact and minute account of as 
furprizing improvements made in the poli- 
ter Arts, and thoſe noble marks his Majeſty 
has given of his zeal for Learning, gave me 1 
the higheſt fatisfaction: and I am confident} | 
all who have any regard to what our Coun- 
try owes him, will never fail to expreſs a 
due ſenſe of the bleſſings they receive from 
lim, and to beſeech Heaven to continue 
long to us a Prince, who ſeems born ſor the 
good of his ſubjects and the world.

] am glad I can now aſſure his ſacred Ma- 
jeſty and your Lordſhip, that at laſt the 
Treaty is periected in every article, as di- 
rected in my laſt inſtructions in Mr. Secre- 
tary's Cypher.

andithat no weakneſs or inability. of mine, 


has been able to diſappoint: the prudence 
and:wiſdom of his Majeſty” $ and your Lord- 


ſhip's: Meaſures. 
I have ſpoke to the Rand ao freed 
ob the Greek Papas or Prieſts. in a body 


here, and they have aſſur d me they will 
tranſmit their thanks in a particular Addreſs 
to his Majeſty. Their miſerable condition 
made the mention of Penſions highly wel- 
come; and indeed if ſome of our learned 


Glergy and Books could be ſent hither, to 
concert meaſures with them, it might pro- 
duce uncommon conſequences in favour of 
our Church, and to the prejudice of the 
Papal See, who ſo ridiculouſly ſtiles herſelt 


Gatholick, tho her dominions are nothing 


equal to thoſe of this Church in Europe and 
Afra as to extent, and very little ſuperior as 
to numbers of people. And now, my 


Lord, I return with all ſubmiſſion to ob- 


ſerve your commands, to make ſome addi- 


tions to thoſe imperfect Obſervations I had 
the honour to tranſmit you from hence re- 


lating:to theſe people. But while you in- 
creaſe my deſire, you almoſt take away the 
power of obeying you, by letting me know

ter's diſcerning eye. This over-awes and 
damps my mind: for alas! what am I able to 
write, that can be fit to be heard or conſider d 


by ſo great a Prince, by ſo greata Judge as his 
Majeſty ? But your Lordſhip's deſires, which 
are to me in the place of the moſt abſolute 
commands, oblige me too ſtrongly, to ad- 
mit of any excuſe to diſobey them: and 
therefore as I have already ſpoke ſufficiently 
on the ſubjects of their Army, Navy, Trade, 
and Revenue, and have alſo touch'd on ſe- 
veral new Cuſtoms and Laws eſtabliſh'd a- 
mong them of late years; I ſhall go on to 
take notice of ſome others, that as yet I have 
left unmention'd. And the firſt I ſhall point 
to, are ſeveral Regulations formerly quite 
neglected here (which poſſibly may not be 
be unuſeful to our ſelves or neighbours here- 
after) in relation to the Plague. 

Your Lordſhip, who is ſo perfectly ac- 
quainted with the cuſtoms and uſages of 
all Nations, is by no means a ſtranger to 
the ſtupid contempt and indifference which 
this Court uſed to ſhew formerly on this 
occaſion; and though they ſaw every year 
ſo many millions ſwept away, by the ra-

were they given up to their prejudices" off 
Predeſtination, and that every Man's Fate 


was Wrte in his/fdrehead, that they nevet: 


took the leaſt meaſures for the common 
good and ſafety of their Subjects. But as 
experience (the fond wife of Wiſemen; and 
the ſeornful miſtreſs of Fools) has ſufficient⸗ 
ly convinced them of their error, they have 

late iſſued ſeveral Orders relating to this 


ſubject, that are not unworthy your Lords 


hip 's conſideration,” if ever the crying Sins 
ſr Immorality of our times ſhould' call 
down this ſevere — on our r Coun» 
9 1 f ſhall not need to take notice to -yoles 
Lordſhip, that in all Countries, and eſpe- 
cially in Zurky, whenever that calamity 
falls on . one fifth of the People ge- 
nerally periſh, and conſequently that this 
is a vat 3 on the ſtrength of the 


Empire, and the increaſe of their Subjects, 


and therefore that the ſevereſt Laws are re- 
quiſite to remedy ſo dangerous an evil. As 
they are fully convinced of this now, they 
have eſtabliſned ſuch Orders throughout the 


Empire, as they judged moſt neceſſary to 


prevent the ſpreading of fo fatal a Conta- | 
gion, and decreed ds moſt ſevere I 
2 Qua- 
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1 ſtll be lobſerved in all Sea- | 
Orts, whereby it ſhall" ibe death for an 
Mariner or Paſſenger tod eome aſhore, and 
fufficient fewards eftabliſhed' for every perſon | 
who ingenuouſly diſcovers the infection of 
any Ship, and the heavieſt forfeitures in caſe 
of concealment. That all Cuſtom-houſe- ö 
Mficers ſhall have the fame rewards, who 
diſcover any ſhip to be infected, and for- 
feiture of place and goods, if they connive 
at, or conceal ſuch Infection: and that all ſhips 
where one fifth part of the crew are ſick, 
ſhall be judged as infected, and perform 
the moſt rigid Quarantine accordingly. 
Thus far they ſtrive to ſhut out the dan- 
ger by Sea, and at Land they have taken | 
as great precautions, both to prevent its 
leaſt approach, or, if it appears, to ſtop its 
courſe; and in cafe it ſpreads, to put all poſ- 
ſible bounds to its raging fury. As to the 
firſt of theſe, the late Emperor Achmet or- 
dered that the whole Quarter called the 
Janiſarchi where the Linnen and Woollen' 
Drapers, and the Druggiſts lived, (and where 
by reaſon of the moiſt earth near the Sea- 
ſhore, and the rotting of the vaſt heaps of 
drugs thereby, and the aptneſs linnen and 
woollen packs have to retain infectious qua- 
| lities, 
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lities, the Plague generally firſt. broke out) 


ers, and ſuch trades, whichare apt to infech 
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ſhouldibe removed into different parts of the 
ſuburbs, and adjacent villages, in the bęſſi 
air, and only one of thoſe Trades to be 
aſſigned to each ſtreet. The fame order 
obtains as to all Apothecaries, Brewerse 
Bakers, Tallow-Candlers, Butchers, Dy, 


the air, and injure the health of great Cities 
and are therefore obliged to live at a cong 
venient diſtance from Conflantinople: which 
I with heartily were obſerved in every Me 
tropolis in Europe, as well as in London, 
ſince I am confident it would make them 
abundantly more pleaſant and healthful. 
There are Clerks of the Market alſo ſettled, 
who watch carefully that no corrupted or 
unwholeſome meat, fuſty corn, or rotten or 
decayed fruits or roots, be fold to the Peo- 
ple, under ſevere Fines; nay, they are obli- 
ged alſo to deſtroy and bury thoſe hi- 
deous tribes of wild dogs that run about 
their ſtreets; and have even laid a. tax 
on all houſes that keep cats in them (though 
this daſt is ſo great a favourite with the Turks) 
thoſe creatures, being reckoned to contris 
bute much to the ſpreading, if not to the 
breeding), inſectious diſtempers. - Beſides 
29171 theſe 
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theſe precautions, all common Beggars, 
Gypfies, and Derviſes, who live on alms, 
are baniſhed this City on pain of Death 
their uſual naſtineſs and diſtempers hav- 
ing juſtly rendered them ſuſpected: and alſo 
all perſons are obliged to bury their deadb at 
leaſt ſeven foot under ground. Nay though 
they keep publick Scavengers to carry away 
all filth and naſtineſs, yet every Houſe- 
keeper is to have the ſtreet clean ſwept be- 
fore his door, and in ſummer time ſprink- 
led with water to cool the air. 
But in the ſecond place, my Lord, if the 
Infection breaks out, each diſtrict has pub- 
lick Searchers appointed to attend it, Who 
remove all the ſick who are neceſſitous 
publick Hoſpitals, where they are well 
looked after; and oblige the richer fick to 
live retired in the remoteſt part of their 
houſes, under the care of the publick Phy- 
ſicians of that diſtrict, who are in ſufficient 
numbers obliged to attend them, at the ge- 
neral charge of the Inhabitants, on pain of 
the Galleys. All ſick houſes are marked 
with black ſtrokes, to the number of the 
ſick in them, and two dlaves ſet to watch 
them by turns night and day, and to hury 


wel * die; in their yards or gardens ten 
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foot deep, with alli their clothes and h 
ding, it being death to ſell, bn — 
ceal the leaſt, part of uch goods, as they 
uſed to do. bus donitsa I6uty 118d 

In each diſtrict: there; are Cadies and pa- 
Näf 
the publick rules are obſerv d both as to Rh 
Fa and Apothecaries, Searchers, Watghr- 
men, and the Sick they are to attend; and 
to order all proper food and proviſions, far 
ſuch houſes as are ſhut up, and to oblige all 
ſuch attendants on the Sick to carry white 
wands in their hands, that all may avoid 
them. It is true indeed they are under ſome 
dithculties to provide a ſufficient number 
of Phyſicians for all diſtricts, and the Phy- 
ſicians here are really very ignorant crea- 
tures; but then by their frequent experience 
in this epidemical diſtemper, and the gene- 
ral rules that are printed and diſpers d a- 
mong them, every little Quack, Druggiſt, 
or Apothecary is able to diſcharge his duty 


tolerably in * paint, tho ae in no '' 


other..

of all this care ſpreads thro' | City, 1

1001. allowed 
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allowed to walk the ſtreets without f 
ſtrong- ſcented herbs in their hands to ſmell 
to, or tobacco in their mouths or noſes, and 
all publick houſes are forbid the ſale of any 
thing within doors. No Magiſtrates what- 


ever are to leave the City, but muſt aſſem- 


ble once every day, to iſſue neceſſary or- 
ders, and puniſh all Offenders without mer- 
cy. They are to keep guards of Janifaries 
in every proper poſt, and to make vaſt fires 
in all great ſtreets and ſquares, to purify the 
air, and in a word, to ſee nothing omitted 
for the publick benefit. 
Buy theſe methods, my Lord, it is incre- 
dible how many millions of his ſubjects 
lives this good Emperor has ſaved, many of 
which, if eſtabliſhed as laws in Europe, 
would keep us from thoſe diſorders, and 
panick fears which attend us when this pub- 


lick judgment viſits us for our fins, as it has 


more than once this laſt Century. In this 
view I have troubled your Lordſhip with 
this tedious repetition of ſome of the molt 


conſiderable of them, which have been 


practiſed of late ſo ly 8 
this Empire. 

It is certain, ſuch care is more neceſſary 
in this age than ever, when Men and Wo- 
men 
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men are obſerv'd to grow barren, and to 
have fewer children than their Anceſtors. 
Whether this proceeds from a deteſtable 
proneneſs to the unnatural Sin, or at leaſt 


to Whoredom, or from the waſte and ra- 
vage which Luxury, Voluptuouſneſs, and 


Debauchery of all kinds have made in our 


bodies, or the dwindling and decay of Na- 
ture, that is waſted and ſpent with its own 
labours, or, which is moſt likely, from all 
together; I leave to your Lordſhip to de- 
cide, and to the Governors of Nations to 
provide againſt: for as their Strength con- 
fiſts in the numbers of their ſubjects, ſo 


their Lives ſeem to want and deſerve more is | 
care than uſual. 0 


But I ſhall quit this melancholy to pick, 
to obſerve ſome more agreeable guad 


which have obtained here, that might be of 


ſervice to our Country, if introduced a- ⁶ 


mong us, either by Laws, or Cuſtom, the 
ſtrongeſt of Laws. | 

And the firſt I ſhall take notice of in this 
light, is one which has contributed to raiſe 
this City from its Ruins, and the obſcurity 


of its dark, narrow, and irregular Streets, ll 


to the beauty and uniformity which appears 
in e _ quarter of it: and that is, that even 
w * 
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in its ſmalleſt ſtreets, and much more in 
its larger ones and open ſquares, all houſes 
whether great or ſmall, muſt be built of 
one equal heighth and uniform model, as 
to doors, windows, and corniſhes, accord- 

ing to the publick plan, ſettled by the 
Grand Seignior's Architect. 

By. this method the meaneſt ſtreets are 
kept ſo even, ſtraight, and with fo regula- 
ld a neatneſs and proportion, for the poor- 
eſt Citizens and the greateſt, and are 
ſo properly ſuited to and matched with 
the adjoining dwellings, that they make 
a moſt pleaſing proſpe&t to the eye. I 
have often reflected, that if this had been 
ſettled but fifty years ſince with us, we 
ſhould have by this time a very different 
City, and leſs of that ſhocking mixture of 
good and bad, high and low, old or new- 
faſhioned houſes, which deform our ſtreets 
and ſquares, and look more like ill- ſorted 
different ſized Ships, of all burthens, and 
built by ſeveral Nations, when they lie at 
anchor in our Harbours, than Houſes of the 
ſame City and People. 

Another method I ſhall hint to your 
Lordſhip, is that of the publick Schools, 


which are uſed here of late for Ce 
Eng 
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the youth in wreſtling, leaping, vaulting, ſwim- 
ming, riding, ſhooting, and fencing, which 


has prov'd of vaſt uſe in making them active, 


ſtrong-limbed, and able-bodied. This is of 


ſuch infinite ſervice to Mankind in the va- 


rious accidents of Life, that it were to be 


wiſhed, we, who have ſo many ſchools for 
the improvements of our Minds, would have 
ſome to provide for the ſervice of our bo- 
dies; and not leave fuch matters to chance, 
or the humour of Children, who ſeldom 
mind them or practiſe them, but with dan- 
ger or hazard, for want of care and skill to 
direct them. 

The next particular I ſhall mention, is 4 
Law that obtains here as to houſes already 
built, but extends not to future buildings, 
whereby all homeſteads in every City, Town, 
or Village, where any houſe falls down, and 
continues four years in ruins, are immedi- 
ately forfeited to the Grand Seignior, and 


fold at a low price to any Perſon, who WII 


oblige himſelf to rebuild it. By this ſingle 
rule they have kept their Towns from that De- 


folation which uſed to lay them waſte; and if 
this were extended in our Country to for- 
feiture or fine, from the Tenant to the 


Land lord, and then ir ſeven years to the 


1 2 King: 
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King, it might keep up at leaſt our preſent 


Tenements in repair, which are gone to 
ruin in ſo many of our Towns, to our great 
detriment. | 

I know not whether ſo abſtemious and 
regular a perſon as my conſtitution and 
courſe of life have obliged me to be, may 
venture to mention another Cuſtom which 
univerſally prevails here, ſince the uſe of 
Wine has been ſo general; and that is, that 
the Jews are entirely poſſeſt of the mono- 
poly of Wine in this Country, who are 
found by experience to ſell it pure and un- 
mixed. This practice they give into out of 
principle, the Law of Maſes ſtrictly forbid- 
ding all mixtures; and as they rupulouſly 
adhere to it, and dare not violate it, they 
are obſerved to keep it unadulterated, as it 
comes from the Vineyard. How far this 
might deſerve to be encouraged in Great- 
Britain, where we conſume ſo much Wine, 
and ſo abominably brewed and compound- 
ed, by the tricks and impoſture of our Mer- 
chants; or how far at leaſt, theſe Brokers 
of the World, who lie ſucking the life-blood 
of our Trade, might be made uſeful in this 
branch of our Commerce, I leave to your 


Lordſhip s conſideration, who knows ſo 
well 


Toinrrn CEN TUR, &c. 197 


well how much the health and lives of the 
Subjects are concerned in it, as well as the 
Exciſe on the conſumption. 

I have. but one thing further to offer to 
your Lordſhip, and I ſhall quit this ſubject 


for a while; and that is, the ſevere Penal 


ties that every one is liable to, who is found in 


the ſtreets of this City after one a-clock 
at night. I am very ſenſible this would be 
very diſagreeahle to a Nation like ours, that 
glories in the very abuſe and excefles of Li- 
berty; but whether the conſequences of 
ſuch a regulation amongſt us, by prevent- 
ing Murders, Robberies, and Debaucheries 
of all kinds, would not make abundant a- 
mends for the reſtraint, I am more in doubt 
than poſſibly your Lordſhip may be, when 
you ballance the two Evils together. 

I ſhall take the hint from hence to turn 
to another ſubject, and ſhew your Lordſhip 
that though it muſt be owned that there 
are ſome advantages in this abſolute Mo- 
narchy, which ours, as a limited one, is 
deprived of; yet they are ſo trivial and in- 
conſiderable, in compariſon of the miſeries 


that accompany it, that they deſerve not to 


be mentioned. Nay, if I might trouble your 
ST Lord- 
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Lordſhip with my ſmall judgment in Poli- 
ticks, I am of opinion, that no ſenſible, not 
to ſay no juſt and generous Man, would ra- 
ther chuſe to govern an Empire of Slaves, 
as this is, than a Nation of Subjects, as ours, 
merely upon the principle of caſe and ſafe- 
ty to himſelt, and ſecurity to his Family. 

For tho Men here are ſuch vaſſals to pow- 
er, that, like the Chzroneans in Bæotia of 
old who worſhipped Agamemnon's ſceptre, 
(as made by Vulcan for Jove, and brought 
from Heaven by Mercury) they make Gods 
of their Rulers; yet their Hiſtory ſhews us 
how often they have ſerved their Emperors 
whom they worſhip, as the poor Heathen 
did his Idol that he prayed to ſo long in 
vain to eaſe his miſeries, that at laſt in a 
rage he broke it to pieccs. 

As on every little ill-fucceſs or ill-hu- 
mour of the People, the heads of the Baſ- 
fas are made a facrifice to them, ſo on all 
greater misfortunes or miſcondu& abroad, 
we ſce how inſolently and violently the rage 
of. the Commonality and Soldiery breaks 
out againſt the Emperors themſelves. They 
then depoſe one and ſet up another, accord- 


ing as their Paſſions or Caprice directs them, 
and 


1 
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and take a full revenge for their intole- 
rable ſlavery, by uſurping as unjuſtifiable a 
power to themſelves. How often, my Lord, 
ſince I have been Ambaſſador here, have Iſeen 
the worſt and loweſt of the People demand 
and obtain the heads of the wiſeſt and the 
beſt of the Baſſas, on falſe and ill: grounded 
ſurmiſes? and this with ſuch univerſal fury, 
that one would think the vengeance of Hea- 
ven fell on theſe Infidels, like Mo/es's great 
miracle on Pharaoh, when the duſt of the 
Earth was turned into Lice that ſwarmed 
every where, crawling into the Palaces of 
Kings, and defiling and devouring the Prin- 
ces of the Land. 

It is true indeed, I have ſometimes known 
theſe terrible Seditions of the People occa- 
honed by real dangers of the State, which, 
like the Geeſe in the Capitol, they Lav 
ſaved by their noiſe and clamours,- when 
thoſe who ſhould have been their beſt 
watchmen ſlept. But they have ſtill been 
attended by ſuch dreadful: conſequences 


to their Governors, as may make their She: 


ceſſors tremble to confider, that the rage of ; 
their Subjects, like the authority oft ef 
Eupen is — circumſcribed 8 bound — 
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ed by ſettled and regular Laws, but their 
| own wills. | 4 
A reflection which more or leſs there is 
too much ground for in all abſolute Mo- 
narchies, but eſpecially in this; and muſt | 
make every wiſe Man chuſe to govern a 
People, who are bound by Rules they have 
freely conſented to, and have no tempta- [ 
tions to break through from their own inte- 
reſt, than to rule over them by an abſolute | 
authority, which muſt ever be precarious, | 
in proportion to the People's temptations 
| and advantages to overturn it. 
Beſides, though in the hands of 4 good 
Prince the People ſeldom ſuffer by a De- 
| fpotical Government; yet his Virtue will be 
no defence to him, # his Arms prove un- 
| ſucceſsful abroad, or his Adminiſtration by 
unforeſeen accidents prove unfortunate at 
Home; neither of which opportunities are 
often neglected by his oppreſt Subjects, or 
left unrevenged by Civil Wars or Inſurrec- | 
tions, which ſeldom end but in his ruin, 
or his Miniſters. 
Whoever looks into the Hiſtory of this 
Empire, will be convinced by numberleſs 
inſtances of theſe truths, and will find in 
them, arguments ſufficient to convince the 
3 moſt 
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moſt abſolute Princes, that they would be 
happier in a more limited Government, and 
make them not only privately debate, like 
Auguſtus, how to moderate their tyranny, 
but publickly ſet on foot ſo noble and ge- 
nerous a deſign. I am perſuaded, were the 
Grand Seignior to travel over, as a private 
perſon, the wide depopulated Waſtes of his 
Provinces, and with his own eyes behold 
the Cruelty, Extortion, Oppreſſion, and 
' Injuſtice, which, under the cover of his au- 
| thority, his Governors, Cadies, and Officers, 
make uſe of to enrich themſelves, and plun- 
; der his wretched Subjects; his good-natured 
' and generous temper would be affected in 
the tendereſt manner by it. But while he ſits in 
his Palace or Camp, ſurrounded by his great 
Baſſas, he muſt hear with their ears, and 
ſee with their eyes, whatever is offered to 
his conſideration; and to propoſe the leaſt 
abatement of the miſery of his People, would 
; be regarded only as undermining his power, 

which at preſent rather wants props to * | 
port it. 

In all abſolute Monarchies where I have 
been, the inhuman treatment of the ſub- 
jects has ever ſtruck me in the moſt ſhock- 
ing manner; and ſurely, to ſee Wretches; 
whom

of pity in him, with horror. Indeed the 
lovely climates where Tyranny has gene- 
rally ſeated herſelf in the World, ſeem to 
make ſome amends for the miſery of thoſe 
who groan under the burthen of ſuch ſevere 
task-maſters. But to behold it deftroying 


the peace and happineſs of the Northern 


Parts of the Globe, is to ſee upon Earth a 
lively image of Hell, that is, Woe, Puniſh- 
ments, and Miſery in the midſt of an un- 


comfortable gloom and darkneſs, without 


the leaſt glympſe of hope from the mercy 


of Heaven, or the ſmalleſt relaxation from 


their own complaints, or the wearineſs of 
their cruel tormentors, who muſt ſhare in 
the tortures they are made miniſters of. 


Many people have wonder'd ho- fuch 
Gbrernmeny' find ſubjects to live under 


them, and have generally accounted for it 
by the love of one's Country, which runs 
thro' all. But can Debtors love their Goal, 


or: Felons their Dungeon? No certainly, 
my Lord; and * muft be ac- 
my EO. counted 


afmiſes over ther 


muſt fill every one, who has any bowels 
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counted for, partly by the care theſe greedy 


ſhepherds take, that as few as poſſible of the 
flock they are to fleece ſtray from them; and 
partly, from ſeeing few of their neighbours 
much eaſier ; and laſtly, from their being 
teather'd up by little domeſtick ties and rela- 
tions, and by cuſtoms and languages that 
are uſed by them, and thought Barbar 


by others. 


Jam aſſur'd, that about fifty years * 


the Inhabitants of the Iſle of Scio found out 


a middle way (which few doubt will dare 
to imitate them in) to put an end to their 
ſlavery under the Turks. For having ſevere 
new Taxes laid on them, and on being un- 
able to pay them, finding their Wives, and 
Friends, and Children carried away for 
Slaves; they all, Men and Women, bound 
themſelves by the ſevereſt penalties to make 
their Commonwealth, as Horus ſpeaks, Res 


unius etatis, and to put an end to their 


Slavery by having no more Children. It 1s 
certain they kept up this reſolution ſo ma- 
ny years, that their Maſters were glad at laſt 
to prevent the utter depopulation of the 
place, to remove their obſtinacy and deſpair 


by aboliſhing the new Gabels. This was 
eertainly ; a degree of reſentment and reſo- 


lution 
1 
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lution greater than ever was known in for- 
mer Ages, and infinitely beyond the gene- 
rous Fury of the people of Saguntus the 
Roman Colony in Spain. For they only 
burnt themſelves, their Wives, Children, and 
Wealth, rather than be taken and enſlav'd 


by their Enemies; but theſe calmly and de- 


liberately perſiſted in cutting off all their 
Race, and delivering themſelves without 
violence or rage in a calm, quiet and regu- 
lar method, from an inſupportable Tyran- 
ny, which at laſt they conquer d by a no- 
ble Deſpair. 

But it is time I ſhould take your Lord- 
ſhip from ſuch diſagreeable Scenes of the 
miſery of theſe States, to acquaint you with 
the happineſs of a Commonwealth, which, 


next to your native Kingdom, you love a- 


bove all others; and that is, the Common- 
wealth of Learning. It is with the higheſt 
pleaſure I ſend you two of the nobleſt Ma- 
nuſcripts which poſſibly the Spoils of the 
Eaſt or Weſtern World could furniſh me 
with, and which our Royal Maſter's gene- 
rous allowance for ſearching out and buying 
up all choice Manuſcripts throyghout this 
Empire, has enabled me to lay now at his 
feet, through your Lord ſhip's hands, 


They 
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They are both in 4rabich, and as far as I 
can judge with my little skill in that lan- 


guage, wrote in a good ſtyle, tho probably ; 
in the tenth Century. They ar e perfect 


and tolerably well preſerv'd, — ſuch 


Treaſures deſerv'd infinitely greater care. 


The firſt and ſmalleſt is a Tranſlation of 
ſeveral of Ciceros Tu/culan Queſtions, which 
we have already; and thoſe two invaluable 
Books of his De Gloria, the original of 


which was preſerv' d, as Paulus Manutius 


and ſeveral Authors tell us, till the ſixteenth 


Century, in the Library of Bernard Fuſti- 
niani; and probably ſtolen from thence by 
Alcyonius the Phyſician, who is ſaid to have 
deſtroy d them, and inſerted a great many 
paſſages out of them in his Treatiſe De Ex- 
ilio. If I had the good fortune to have Al- 


cyonius's Work here, I could ſoon inform 


your Lordſhip if the Phyſician was indeed 


the Plagiary he was ſuſpected to be: but as 


I want that Treatiſe, I muſt leave that diſ- 


quiſition to your Lordſhip s care. 
Beſides this, there is at the end of the 


Manuſcript a Treatiſe of his De Vita beata, 


that ſeems admirable in its kind, but tis im- 
perfect. I ſhould regret this as à great 


_— if the joy of recovering the reſt allow d 


me;

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me; where tho' his admirable Style is ſtill 
wanting, yet his manner of handling theſe 
noble Subjects, and the Reaſonings and Ima- 
ges he adorns them with, is till * dd, 
and now happily reſtor d to us. 
But I haſten to the other larger and in 
my poor judgment a more deſirable Trea- 
fure; which is a fine Arabic“ Tranſlation, 
by one who calls himſelf Abumepha Mezan 
Ali, of that noble Hiſtorian Trogus Pom 
peius, who writ the Hiſtory of the World 
in forty-four Books, in fo elegant and ad- 
mirable a ftyle and manner, under Au- 
guſtus. Your Lordſhip well knows, that 
this admirable Work was mangled and epi- 
tomis'd by 7 tin, and how that wretched 
Abbreviation occaſion d the loſs of his no- 
ble performance; like Pharaoh's lean kine 
devouring the fat and well-favour'd ones of 
their own ſort. The Tranſlation ſeems well 
perform'd, and has ſome good Notes added 
to it, and ſeems to have been wrote in the 
' ninth, or at leaſt in the beginning of the 
following Century, by the hand and ſtyle, 
which anſwers that Age. I have look d o- 
ver it carefully, with what little judgment 
J have in ſuch things, and cannot without 
indignation obſerve what Treaſures of An- 
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tiquity and Hiſtory, as well as Geography; 
and what material Paſſages and Actions, 
untouch'd by all other Writers but the lear- 
ned and judicious Trogus, his poor and un- 
skilful Abbreviator has ignorantly and care- 
leſsly paſs d over unmention d. This ex 
cellent and admirable Perſon, to whom H i- 


ſtory and the learned World were ſo mucli 


indebted (tho they ſo ill repaid the debt, 
by ſuffering him to periſh) was, as he tells 


us in his forty-fourth Book, a noble Roman, 2 


originally deſcended: of the Vocontii in te 
Narbon Gaul, and whoſe Godfather of the 

ſame name was declar'd a Romas Citizen 
by Pompey the Great in the Sertorian War. 


His Uncle commanded a Squadron of Horſe 


in the War againſt Mithridates under the 
ſame General, and his Father ſerv'd under 
Caius Julius Czar, both as a Commander 
and his chief Secretary of State and War. 


Judge, my Lord, with what tranſport of _ ; 


heart I ſend you this incomparable Author, 
to be reſtored by you and our Royal Maſ- 
ter's cares to the Commonwealth of Learn- 
ing, which has too long mourn'd tor his 
loſs.

Among the firſt, both Homer in vert 
places of his Iliad and Odyſſea, and Hefrow, 
in his Moral Poem, appear plainly of this 
opinion; and the latter has even aſſigned 
the number of good Angels“, appointed to 
attend Mankind. In the little that we have 
of the Works of Menander, there is a full 
proof that he gave into the ſame ſentiments; 
for in one of his fragments he aſſerts, that 
every one from his birth has a particular 
Dæmon aſſigned to take care of him. 'Py- 
thagoras, who dogmatized in the ſixtieth 
Olympiad, and whoſe ſchool laſted to the 


nine- 
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nineteenth generation; and , who floys; 
riſbed. above thing Qlympiads caſtes him: 
(as Diogenes Laentius tells us?) and all their 
Diſciples taught, this; and eſpecially among 
the Platonifts, Maximus Tyrius, Plotinus 
and Jamblicus. This was alſo the univerſal 
doctrine oſ the Szoicks, as one might eaſily 
ſhew by numberleſs proofs; but it will be 
ſufficient to point out Sneca's hundred and 
tenth epiſtle to Lucilius, where this is a- 
bundantly made evident: and not only that 
they maintained that every man had his 
Gin. but every woman her Juno attend- 
ing on her. All the / greateſt Jewiſb Rab+ 
hin of the three. laſt . — treading in 
the ſteps of the learned Porphyry, and more 
ancient Jewiſſb Writers, held this doctrine; 
and have ſown. it ſo. thick in their works, 
that a man knows not where to beg in to 
quote them, or where to end when he has 
begun. They all agreed as one Man on this 
hay and to this day it is generally main- 
tained by the few. among them that have 
any learning. To go no farther than the 
Patriarchs, they believe that Adam was often 
confenlant with and governed * his An- 
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gel Naxiel; Sem by opbiel; Abrabam by 
Febdhiel; Tfuac by Rap D; Eſaus by Scha 
mal; Farb by Piel; Moſes by Mitraton;

Hermes, 
Socrates, Numa, Cyrus, Scipio, Marius, 
Scylla, Sertorius, Julius, and Auguſtus 
Cefar, Julian the Apoſtate, and Apollo 
nius Banteus, are often mentioned on this 
occaſion; as well as Ariſtotle, Dion, H. 
ofephus, Plotinus, Galen, Synefius, Por- 
phyry, Famblicus, and even Brutus, — 
and Cicero; though theſe three laſt indeed, 
had no communication with them, till a 
little before their deaths. It were endleſs 
to quote all the teſtimonies of Authors, that 
theſe great Men were allowed to have their 
Genii, who either appeared to them, or 
only aſſiſted and watched over them pri- 
vately: whoever reads their Lives or Works 
will eaſily acknowledge it, and fave me 
much needleſs labour. But the evidence 
for Socrates havin ng ſuch an one, is ſo uni- 


verſal both among the Philoſophers and the

As to the Philoſophers, both Plato: 4. chr 
even Zenophon, who was no friend to Plat 
70 (and would willingly have contradicted 
and opp poſed him, had he'writ. a falſhood) 
agree in this fact, and are worth a thouſand 
other Witneſſes (for Maximus Tyrius „Abu 
leius i Antiſthenes*, - Diogenes” Laertius, 
Cicety, and Plutarcb, all agree in it) be- 
cauſe both of them knew him intimately, 
and were Men of the higheſt veracity and 
honour,- Nay, this was ſo unconteſted a 
fact, that Origen ſhewing the vitulence and 
rage of calumny, in Men of bad hearts and 
malevolent ſpirits, whom no innocence can 
eſcape, nor virtue ſilence; adds, that bo 
People will even make a mock of tne: Ge- 
nius of Socrates ab a vain ung LEE 
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Nuwas this is ſo evident, as to Sgates, 
Da few quotations af: the like nature NHτοαd 
make it das probable, char the teſtimonies 
o producible for all the reſt are as well grund- 
led; and eſpecially, when ſuch undeniable 
Facts and Authors are brought for their 
vouchers: all which, however, ton avoid

HFowever, as this violent Jealouſy of th 
Emperor, and the Scheme of introducing 
the Inquiſition into France, are likely to 


unite us more than ever, in oppoſing her 
deſigns; and as our prodigious Naval Forqe 


has kept all the Iſlands in the hands of their 
old Sovereigns, and both prevented the Ve- 
netiaus being entirely ſwallowed up, and 
holds the Pope, by the means of his Sea Coaſts, 
Ports, and Trade, in great awe; I do not 
deſpair, but we may be able to humble his 
aſpiring hopes. 

The confirming Civita Veccbia a pe 
Port, reſtoring all our Privileges, and de- 
claring by his Bull that none of his Majeſty's 
Subjects ſhall be liable to his Inquiſitors, 
are great points gained, and alſo ſhew the fear 
he has of us, which I hope your Excellency 
will improve to weightier purpoſes. *:- 
Your accounts of the monſtrous growth 
of this vaſt Empire, which has riſen. theſe 
two laſt Centuries, like a huge Mountain, 
from the unnatural fires and eruptions in

ſing her Riches and Wealth, and loading 


her with the very Lands, and theTribute, and 
Spoil of their Nations, they had kept her 


within her own bounds, humble, pious, and 
uſt; the Princes of the World, and Tracy, 
had not worn her Chains, and ed 


under her bondage now. We had not 


ſeen in theſe our days, her Armies and 
Forces under the command of Cardinals, 


and her Generals, that are Prieſts and Je- 


ſuits in ſecret at leaſt, and ex voto, as they 


call it, haranguing her armed Troops, and 


turning the old word Concio (which ſigni- 


fied the ſpeech of a Commander to his Le- 
gions, to the Senate, or People, upon af- 
fairs of State or War) to its original ſignifi- 


eation again, and ſhewing themſelves the 
true Sons of the old Soldier their F __ 


vlalk is true, what our Anceſtors did, p 
ceded from a laudable Piety; and "the 
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Wealth and Poſſeſſions they poured into 
her lap, were paid by a ſincere reſpect to 
their religion. But what has been the good- 
ly conſequence? only this, Religio Pet. 
divitias, & filia devoravit matrem. The 
Chriſtian Biſhop has been entirely abſorbed 
in the Temporal Prince; as the Gz/ars of 
old ſunk the Pontifex Maximus in the Im- 
perator. In the mean while through a thirſt to 
ſecurethe Power of the latter, the holy Fathers 
have ſtuck at no Crimes or Wickedneſs, even 
of the blackeſt dye: And to hinder the 
Gates of Hell from ever prevailing againſt 
the Church, too many of her Popes, I fear, 
have gone thither, as eternal Hoſtages for 
her faithful alliance with it. 

Your Excellency, who is ſo well read in her 
Hiſtorians before the ancient Reformation of 
Religion, is perfectly acquainted with many 
of the deteſtable Lives of theſe creatures, who 
ſtile themſelves the Succeſſors of St. Peter. 
A name they have no other title to, than 
that as He contradicted and ſhamefully op-

The firſt of them was an Act for ha : 


E | ting all our Writs from the old unintelligi- 


ble Engliſh of the eighteenth Century, into 
our preſent modern Tongue; and alſo for 
the regulating and aſcertaining the Fees of 
all Offices and Officers, Counſellors of Law, 
and Attorneys; and obliging theſe two laſt 
named, to ſwear, when they take. the uſual 


Z Oaths on being admitted to practice, never 
= to be concerned in any baſe, wicked, or e- 


vidently unjuft Cauſe. The ſecond was a 
Bill for eſtabliſhing a publick Bank for lend- 
ing ſmall ſums of money to the Poor, at 
the loweſt intereſt, to carry on their trades 
with; ſuch as the Monte della Pieta at 


Nane: but by this Act no ſum larger than 


ten pounds, or leſs than twenty ſhillings, 
can be borrowed, and it muſt be lent upon 
ſufficient Pans, or City-ſecurity. 

The third was an Act for erecting the 


Biſhopricks of London and Briſtal into A roh 


biſhopricks, and enlarging their / Revenues 


to o fie thouſand n Her umu and 


appro- 
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appropriating a fund to raiſe all the Pariſhes 
in England under thirty pounds, to fifty 
pounds the year. A fourth was the Hl 
much talk'd of Law, for new modelling, 
and farther confirming and enlarging the 
two Corporations of the Royal Fiſhery and 
Plantation Company, and their Rights, Pri- 
vileges, and Prœmiums, as eſtabliſhed in 
the Reigns of Frederick the firſt, and George 
the third. 

Another, was an Act to prevent any Judge, 
Biſhop, or Archbiſhop, to be preferred, or 
tranſlated, from any See or Place to which 
they were firſt promoted: and alſo one for the 
ſettling four thouſand pounds per annum, for 
the founding a School and College, with 
proper Officers, for the advantage of Expe- 
rimental Philoſophy, according to the e, 
cellent ſcheme propoſed by Mr. Abraham Þ 
Cowley, the famous ancient Poet. N 

The laſt I ſhall mention (though ſeveral 
others were paſt) is an Act for explaining and 
amending an Act in the tenth of Frederick 
the ſecond, and the eighth of William the 
fourth, for taking away all privilege of Par- 
liament, in caſe of Arreſts for Debt, or Law- 
| ſuits, when the houſe is not fitting. And 
indeed, the amendments made in this Law i 
2 are 
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are fo favourable to the rights of the Sub- 
ject, that it will endear the memory of the 
Contriver of it to Poſterity; and will keep 
up that veneration for Parliaments with the 
People, which the burthen and abuſe of 
Privileges, had too far undermined and 
ſupplanted. « tt n ee 

I have not time to enlarge on the vaſt 
advantages, theſe ſeveral Laws will probably 
derive to Poſterity; though indeed I could 
dwell on them with great delight, if I had 
more leiſure, and were not writing to oye 
of your Lordſhip's great diſcernment, and 
intimate acquaintance, with both the ex- 
cellencies and defects of our Conſtitution 
in Church and State.

That 
1 Europe our Aſtronomers were perpetually 
taken up in watching the Stars, Comets and 
Planets, adjuſting their places, and obſer- 
ving their motions. That by their labours 
we both diſcover the harmony by which the 
immenſe works of the Creator are knit to- 
gether in the great Univerſe, the motions of 
the heavenly bodies, the degrees of their 
magnitudes, light, heat and motion, and 
how they act on each other, their natural in- 
tercourſe and regulated circulations, with 
their certain returns and periods. That by 
their obſervations on each and all of theſe, 
we are oblig d to confeſs and adore the infi- 
nite magnificence, power and goodneſs of 
the great Mover and Former of them all; 
of which we could before have no true no- 
tions, till theſe his glorious works were thus 
reveal d.'to us to our qual convenience and

We 
had a vaſt deal of converſation « on theſe ſub- 
jects,” in which as T gave | him accounts, chat 
probably. our Earth, by its ſmalneſs, "had 
never yet been obſery' i from Jupiter, and 
chat Jupiters Moons, to ſay nothing of Ve- 
auss, which are vaſtly ſmaller, were as large 
as Our.

The demands for our goods 
and manufactures there, are within this laſt 
century (as I am aſſur'd) riſen to double 
what they were before; and I doubt not 
but your Excellency will live to ſee our 
Thames like the famous River the Tibiſcus, 
of which it was ſaid, that one third of it 
was water, a ſecond fiſh, and another ſhip- 
ping and boats. 

The truth is, our colonies abroad have, 
and are likely to acquire ſtill ſuch an in- 
creaſe of hands and ſtrength, that the greateſt 

care will be neceſſary to keep the ſtrong- 
eſt of them dependent ; and yet to pro- 
vide that the weakeſt of them may not 
live on the blood and ſpirits of the mo- ſh © 
ther nation, nor ſuck, it I may uſe the © 
alluſion, on her breaſt too long. I am © 
confident as they will require, ſo they will b 
well deſerve, and fully repay this care. tl 
Beſides the advantages of the commerce I ir 
and navigation betwixt us, it is certain, they in 
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generally in proportion produce greater, 
more ſublime, and warlike 7148 beitig 
compos d of adventurous and Alringg 

ple, or, at worſt, of melancholy diſcon- 
tented men; which laſt, to ſay nothing of 
the other, (who mult evidently be of ſer- 
vice to us) are the beſt ſeed-bed for in- 
genious and inventive, as well as learned 
and judicious heads. It may indeed be ob- 
jected to our foreign plantations, that they 
are in part made up of the filth and purg- 
ings of the nation, as felons and robbers; 
but we all know Rome it ſelf built up al 
its courage and virtue on no better a foun- 
dation: and after all, even ſuch offenders 
have often ſuch reſolution, ſubtilty, ſtrength, 

ſharpneſs and activity, as make their poſteri- 
ty, (by theſe qualities they derive from 
them, ) ſufficient amends for their Gena 
from ſuch evil anceſtors. 

Iam confident the new biſhopricks found- 
ed among them by the piety and generoſity 
of his Majeſty's anceſtors, as well as' thoſe 
of Carolina, Barbadoes and Boſton; eſta- 
bliſh'd by himſelf, will greatly contribute to 
the reformation o& manners and princ 
in our colonies, and to the keeping them 7s 
in their allegiance to the crown. ang 

tne 
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the ſevere eecleſiaſtical diſcipline ſettled there 
ner 1 ſcandalous im- 
" morality 4 in both laity and clergy, and the 
encouraging thoſe two noble calleges, erected 
there by George III. have gone a great way 
already in their civilizing and improving 
them; ſo I doubt not but a regular con- 
tinuance of them, will fully amend what 
is yet wanting. 

The melancholy proj ol you have rival 
as to the corruption and debauchery. of 
the French nobles, and the miſery and 
exceſſive poverty of the lower people, 
muſt ſurprize every one, who conſiders the 
glory, virtue, and bravery of that nation in the 
laſt centuries, that coſt her jealous neigh- 
bours ſuch treaſures of wealth and blood to 
prevent the univerſal empire ſhe aim'd at 
in thoſe days. It is true, one would not 
ſee ſo dangerous a rival reſtor'd to her for- 
mer ſtrength and vigour ; but yet a gene- 
Tous enemy cannot ſee her preſent misfor- 
tunes, without ſome regret. However, 4 
few years and a wiſe adminiſtration may by 
degrees reſettle her affairs, and bring her 
out of that weak and languiſhing conſump- 
.tion that at preſent preys on her; but that 
1 * corruption and degeneracy of faith 


and 
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and manners that infects her clergy aad 
laity, ſeems of a more deſperate malignamsy, 
becauſe. it does not only prey on her vitals, 
but is alſo encourag' d and inereas d by choſe 
phyſicians, who are only able to undertake 
the cure. Certainly while the King and 
his Miniſters find their account in imitatiſig 
the maxims of Venice, keeping the intereſt 
of the clergy low, and their perſons and cha- 

racter contemptible, Religion and the influ- 
ence of the mitre will be utterly abſorb d in 
reaſon of ſtate, and the power of the crown; 
and the ſubject muſt neceflarily become 

equally ſceptical in their belief, corrupt in 

their principles, and immoral in the con 
duct of their lives. Now tho this will evi- 
dently leſſen the unreaſonable authority of 
the Pope and the Church with the nation; 
yet whether ſuch meaſures will not at the 
ſame time unlooſe the ſacred bonds, By 
which religion ties the allegiance of the 
people to the ſupreme magiſtrate; and make 


them bad ſubjects in proportion as they ure 


bad chriſtians, is worth the conſideratiom bf 
the mighty Machiavels of Fruntei ; 
Your Excellency, who is ſo well - 
quainted with the hiſtory of ur ] ñꝙ 
try, will be the better able. to judge of ſuah 
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conſequences by the reign of Frederick III. 


in the 1th Century; when the miſerable 
infection that had corrupted both the lives 


and faith of one part of our people, had 
almoſt driven the other to an abſolute revolt 
in their allegiance and principles, to Nome 
and her ſuperſtitions. A conſequence as na- 
tural in the politick, as a conſumption to 
an old inveterate cough in the natural body; 
and if that wiſe Prince had not in time 


foreſeen, how unſafe all foundations muſt 


be, that were not built on a pious, prudent 
regulation of the eſtabliſh'd church, and by 
profeſſing an abhorrence for libertiniſm and 
ſcepticiſm, anda zeal for our religion, by pre- 
ferringand honouring none that were known 
to think meanly of it as to their opinions, 
or that diſhonoured it by their lives, I know 
not if we had not now been bowing to 


images, and adoring the Pope. The ftrug- 


gles and convulſions which that looſeneſs of 
principles we were infected with, produc'd 
in his father's reign, are known to every 
body, that does but curſorily look into the 
hiſtory of thoſe times; and certainly, no- 
thing but the piety an prudence of his 
fon, could have reſtor d our peace and hap- 
* whoſe calm and rational zeal for our 

religion, 
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religion, in a few years wrought» as great a 
change in the people, as ever happen d on 
ſuch an occaſion ſince the days of Conflaiei 
tine. the Great, $9 the ſincere Chriſtian; 
triumph'd/over the diſſembling Pagan. But; 
I will not follow this ſubject ſo, far-as it would: 
lead me; and ſhall only ſay, that J heartily: 
wiſh our neighbours in Hale may not find; 
ſome conſequences from the maxims they: 
are purſuing, very different from what they 
expect; and that they are not tumbling into 
a greater, to avoid a leſſer evil; like him 
who run into the water for fear of rain. 

But let us leave theſe melancholy 1900 
pects for other nations, and let us reflect a 
little on the happy condition of our own 
country, and what it owes to that glorious 
Line of Hanover, that has adorned its „ 
with ſuch an uninterrupted race of Heroes. 
What bleſiings have they not deriv'd on us, 
and our poſterity, by their counſels at home, 
and their arms and courage abroad in the 
field; by giving us the beſt contriv'd and 
the beſt executed laws, and by raiſing the 
trade, wealth, power, and glory * our 
country to ſuch heights, that our enemies 
may envy, but cannot leſſen, and our friends 
may admire, but know not how to increaſe? 
„ And 
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And certainly, as our anceſtors uſed to fay, 
when they were torn in pieces by their 
ſenſeleſs and diſtracted factions, That Eng- 

land could only be ruin'd by England ; ſo we 

may as truly maintain, that our happineſs, 

and (that greateſt of all our bleſſings) our 

Liberties, as now ſettled under our excellent 

Prince, can never be deſtroy'd but by Par- 

haments ; and our Church, as it now ſtands 
fenced in by human Laws, and founded on 
the divine Law, can only be overturn'd by 
the Fathers of it the Biſhops. As neither of 
thoſe caſes can be ſuppoſed poſſible, unleſs 
men ſhould break thro' the moſt facred 
truſts; and, in ſpite of the moſt folemn 
obligations that nature, religion, and ho- 
nour, can bind them by, prove falſe to their 
Poſterity, their Country, their King and 
their God ; I think we may be juſtly ſecure 
of their OILY and bid adieu to jea- 
Jouſtes and fears ! 

I return your Excellency my thanks for 
your two manuſcript treatiſes, which gave 
me much entertainment for three days, 
which I ſtole from the hurry of affairs in 
this reſtleſs town, to give to my gardens in 
my beloved retirement at Windſor. You 
have fo high a reliſh for the true rational

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pleaſures of life, Which 2 are to be "found Jn 
the falence, and folit ude of the country, aal 
I ſhall eaſily berſide” you. to believe me, 
when J aver, that a debtor releas d J out of

That, fourthly, as the power of the Cler- 
gy had of late years been carried higher than 
ever, and that as his Holineſs had by the laſt 
treaty poſſeſs d himſelf of two of < ſtrong- 
eſt places of Dauphine, and almoſt —— 
maſter d Savoy, and thereby, in effect, pol; 
ſeſs d the keys of France as abſolutely as 1255 
of St. Peter, this new attempt would be 
conſider'd as ſetting up a Monarchy within 
a Monarchy, and opening the gates thereby 
to new violences, rapine and war. _ 

That, fifthly, as ſome (and his Holineſs 
beſt knew who) have and do obſtinately 
maintain, that the Clergy are not ſubject to 
their ſecular Princes, nor oblig'd to E. 
tnew 
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their Laws, whether contrary to' ae Coche 
ſiaſtical Eſtate or no, the leaſt Princes en 
do, was to prevent their Lay Subjects bei 
liable to impriſonment, corporal puniſhmen , 
and even torture and death, from this terri- 
ble tribunal of the Clergy, eſpecially ſince 
ſuch power was expreſiy againſt the laws of 
the land. 

That, in the fixth place, as there had 
been high diſputes between the moſt Chri- 
ſtian Kings and his Holinels's predeceſſors, 
concerning the privileges, rights and immu- 
nities of the Gallican Church, and the ex- 

tent of the Papal Authority; the Tribunal 
of the Inquiſition might be applied to ex- 
tirpate ſuch doctrines, and thoſe who main- 
tain them, as hereſies and hereticks, to the 
endangering the power of the Crown and 
Church of that Nation. That moreover, as 
the Eccleſiaſtical Laws, eſtabliſh'd in 1897. 
| by Paul the IX, had determin'd, that ſub- 
jets might refuſe tributes and taxes to their 
ht them 


Sovereigns without fin, if they thoug 
unjuſt; and might diſobey any other legal- 
ly proclaim'd Law of their reſpective Princes, 
which they judg'd very cores for 

them to ſubmit to; and as all loyal ſubjects 
in France were generally of a different opt- 
Ff nion, 


nion, they might, on declaring their ſenti- 
ments herein, be taken up and detained in 
the priſons of the Inquiſition as hereticks, 
on account of their unn Boy) and good 
Frenchmen.  _ | 
In the eighth place, as to matters rely 
ſpiritual, fince many doctrines are taught by 
certain divines (whom his Holineſs highly 
efteem'd) as true, which the Chriſtian Church 
have been ſo far from approving, that they 
have violently oppos'd them as falſe, and 
overturning the very foundations of Chriſti- 
anity ; if the Power of the Inquiſition ſhould 
be lodg'd (as it certainly. would) in thoſe ve- 
ry hands, the beſt Catholicks might be im- 
priſon d and tortur d by ſuch as hereticks, 
for holding the real doctrines of Chriſtiani- 
ty; which pollibly has been ſometimes the 
Kale. 
Here his Holinek, who had erte h 
ae ſilent, was no longer able to con- 
ceal his impatience; but looking with, a 
fix d and ſtern countenance at me, ask d me, 
if. I had any thing further to offer to him! 
To which I thought it beſt to reply (cutting 
off two or three leſs agreeable remonſtran- 
ces, that I ſhould not too far incenſe him 
that J had not. 1 have in command how 
| L 1 EVI, 
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ever; added I, to enforce all I have ſaid to 
your Holineſs, with repreſenting it as the 
common ſentiments of the Emperor, as well 
as his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and my Maſter; 
in all whoſe names I humbly beſought im 
to accept the Memorial I had in charge to 
deliver to him, (and therewithal I took it 
out of my breaſt, and in a very reſpectful 
manner preſented it to him) beſeeching his 
calm conſideration and favourable anſwer to it. 

He took it ſomewhat haſtily, and put it 
into his pocket; and after a ſhort pauſe an- 
ſwer d me very calmly (being, as I conceiv'd 
by his mien and geſtures, glad I had done) 
and told me, imperatoria brevitate, it ſhould 
be fully conſider d, and as fully anſwer d. 

I faw evidently how diſagreeable an en- 
tertainment I had given his Holineſs; and 
being deſirous, if poſſible, to ſmooth his 
temper, which I had ruffled too far by ſpeak- 
ing more truth to him in half an hour, than 
probably he had heard in all his Pontificate 
before; I pulled out the Catalogue of our 
Nobility J had been favour'd with from your 
Lordſhip, very fairly copied and tranſlated, 
and told him, in obedience to his commands, 
I had procur d him the Liſt of the CI 
Peerage in the preſent Parliament.

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Ne ſeem' d glad to have the ſcene and the 
ſubject ſhifted; and taking it from me, and 
looking on the title, he ask d me immediate- 
ly how many Catholicks there were among 
them? To which I replied, after ſome heſi- 
tation, that in his Holineſs's ſenſe of things 
there was not one Catholick Peer in Gras 
Britain; but that in our opinion, there 
was not one Heretick among the whole 
of our Nobility. He appear'd not a little 
ſurpriz d, tho' he made me no anſwer; but 
look'd at me with an odd mixture of diſguſt 
and aſtoniſhment in his contenance, by which 
I plainly ſaw he was leſs acquainted with our 
affairs than I imagin'd. Immediately here- 
with, finding my attempt to remove. his ill | 
humour was likely to increaſe it, and con- | 
ceiving my retiring would probably be the 
moſt agreeable compliment T- could make 
him, (ſince I ſaw him not a little perplex'd 
and diſturb'd) I put an end to my audience 
with the beſt looks and the beſt Traian 
could get together for the occaſion. 

I made not the leaſt mention, as your 
Lordſhip ſees, of the other articles relating 
to the S. ii Cantons, and our trade and fleet 
in theſe ſeas; becauſe I judg'd it improper to 
inſiſt on chem now, when he appear'd in 
none 
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none of the beſt diſpoſitions to anſwer me 
as J could deſire. I hope therefore. you will 
approve of my delaying them for ſome haps! 
pier hour, and the 91olliz tempora farts, 
which T ſhall not fail to watch for, and take 
hold of, and give an exact account of the 
anſwers I receive thereon. _ 
I know not whether it may not be agree 
able, after entertaining your Lordſhip with 
this audience, to give you ſome account of 
the preſent Pope Innocent the XIX, and 
though I doubt I ſhall draw his picture very 
unskilfully, I ſhall at leaſt endeavour to a- 
void two great faults of Limners, and ſhall 
both give you a sketch that ſhall reſemble 
him, and yet one that ſhall not Hatter him. 
He is in his perſon a low, broad, ſtrong- 
made man, and ſomewhat of the ſlaturd 
quadrata Suetomius gives to Heſpaſan. He 
is of a ſaturnine complexion, and melan- 
choly aſpect, with large black eyes and a 
| bottle noſe, a well-ſhap d mouth, but which 
appears with leſs advantage when he laughs, 
(which indeed is ſeldom) having very bad 
teeth; which however would ſhew. ere 
had Re more of them. He is reckonꝰd 
fectly chaſte as to women, his chief er 
ſures being eating and drinking a little too 
Ff 3 volup- 
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voluptuouſly, and uſing much 5 ei- 
ther by hunting or hawking when he rides, 
or walking long in his gardens. He is not 
however much given to his bed, ſeldom 
ſleeping more than ſeven. hours; and, even 
in the heats of the ſummer avoids repoſing 
himſelf in the day time. He ſeldom minds 
books any farther than to buy vaſt quantities 
of them, to crowd his favourite library; and, 
after the Italian taſte, he is fond of filling it 
with vaſt collections of admirable pictures, 
buſts and ſtatues, being a paſſionate admi- 
rer of antiquity in all its branches, as his fine 
cabinets do plainly ſhew. However, he 
loves the company of learned men, but 
chiefly thoſe of his own Order, by whom 
he is continually ſurrounded, — who 
would willingly exclude all ji I from. his 
notice, as well as his favour. 

He is about 52, and has been now. fix 
years Pope; and as he was choſen, as I may 
ſay, to the Pontificate before Pius the VIII 
his. predeceſſor died, chiefly for his zeal for 
his 5 he has not, ſince he attained that 
dignity, given away one conſiderable Place, 
Abbey, or Benefice, but by the adyſes 1

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Ne has but one Nephew that he has e 
ſhewn the leaſt regard for, and to him he 
has only g iven the hat, and ſome benefices, 


which in all are worth but about 300004 


ſterling annual rent; but he is Dir 
diſſolute and debuuch? d, and of ſuch mean 
parts and abilities, (and eſpecially ſince 
no Popes are elected till they are ſworn 
not to laviſh the wealth and preferments 


of the Church on their families) that it 


is thought he will do no more for him. 
All his other relations he is ſo cold to, 
whether in regard to his oath, or for want of 
natural affection, that he has not admitted 
them to come to Rome but once ſince his 
election, and that but for a few weeks, ſend- 
ing them home with _—_ err E 
ſents. 

He is a M ange of a pretty 8 Leal 
ly; his father Don Mario Franzoni having a 
conſiderable ancient eſtate in the neighbour- 
hood of that city, to which his being heir, 
was the firſt occaſion of his being entio d by 
the [efſuits: (with their uſual — to enter 
into their Society, tho they had conceiv'd 
great hopes of him for his talents and abilities, 
which were very extraordinary. When he 


grew up, he anſwer d all their expectations; 
Ff 4 and 
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and heing made Secretary to the famous Car- 
Gia a Sautineri, wharwas employ d in ſo 
many important negotiations, and afterwards 
as; Nuntio at the Courts of France and Spain 
ſugceſſively, (in the late wars between the two 
Crowns), he ſhewed what he was able to do, 
by gaining his eſteem, who was one of the 
ableſt and ſevereſt judges of men. 

' When his maſter was made Pope, he Gon 
got the reward of his many and faithful ſer- 
vices, being in two: or three years time made 
Biſhop of Padua, Maeſtro di Camera to the 
Pope, Archbiſhop of Milan, Legate of Fer- 
ara, Nuncio to Venice, and at laſt Cardis 
nal, with the title of Genta Maria in Agui- 
10% In theſe poſts he gained the love and 
admiration of all, both as an excellent ma- 
ſter of Politicks, an upright Judge, and one 
whoſe prudence and wiſdom knew how to 
influence every: cne, and be influenc'd by 
none. He has a great turn to buſineſs, is 
indefatigable in weighing and conkdering 
whatever he ſets about, and finding out the 
beſt and caſieſt means to bring it to e de- 
termining nothing but on ſure grounds, 
ſheufing the cleareſt head, and the firmeſt 
reſolution in every thing e takes cognizano 
of, or ſets himſelf to accompliſh, There i 

„u 2 nothing 
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nothing too deep, too dark, or tod 
for the ſtrength of his parts, having no de- 
fect but the want of learning, Which he 
makes ample amends for, by that kind of 
knowledge which is moſt cultivated by his 
ſociety, a perfect exper ience of affairs, and 
a thorough infight into the nature of man- 
kind, who are the tools et their ambition 
and poli cy. [-=t5 Wins; 

He is indeed aamewhal apt to give way to 
paſſion, and to act with too little diſſimu- 
lation with regard to others with whom 
he is offended; and eſpecially in ſpeaking 
againſt thoſe whoſe follies, or irregularities 
in their conduct, diſpleaſe him. This had 
like to have loſt him the Pontificate; but 
as that was concerted in the late Fopes 
life, his enemies were not able to put him 
by; and indeed they could hardly have 
choſen a man likelier to ſerve the bociety, 
and preſerve, if not enlarge their were if 
it were poſſible to carry it further. His 
ſcheme to get himſelf choſen Emperor, is 
a manifeſt proof of this, the ſucceſs Where 
of is but too likely, if his Imperial ia wr 
ſty ſhould' relapſe, before ay e can be 
ſufficientſy countermin ide” „ n 
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4% He has feu/ very intimate favourites, di- 
viding his kindneſs equally among the ableft 
of the Cardinals, - who are moſt capable 


and deſiroùs to ſerve the ſociety, which 


has been the inviolable maxim this See Has 
obſerv'd ever ſince it became the inheri- 
tance of the Jeſuits. But as I have taken 
up a great part of this diſpatch with de- 
ſcribing what I knew of this extraordinary 
perſon, I ſhall deter giving your Lordſhip 
the characters of the moſt conſiderable 
Cardinals who are chiefly employ'd. by him 
in his weightieſt affairs; and ſhall now paſs 
to ſome other mutton that ve * 
notice. 
And the firſt thing * all mention is 
the extraordinary Bull which his Holineſs 
has juſt publiſh'd, in relation to keeping of 
Lent with leſs ſtrigneß than formerly. The 
original Bull in Latin is very voluminous, 
and therefore I ſhall content my ſelf to ſend 
ſuch an abſtract, as ſhall take in the ſubſtance 
of the whole, only omiting ſuch ny 
forms as occaſion its length. 1 

It begins then with a fort of preface, in 
which his Holineſs Imocent XIX. addreſ- 
ſing himſelf to all true ſons of the holy 
Re omann church, takes notice of the univer- 
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{al care of the faithful incumbent upon 
him, and the perpetual; ſollicitude he is 
under, both for = ſalvation of fouls, "ang 
the eaſe and happineſs | of; the, chriſtian 
wor Id. He fer vently exhorts all the faith: 
ful to exert their beſt endeavours to pre- 
vent the daily revolts and falling off of 
ſo many members of the catholick church, 
who in theſe evil, nay, worſt of times, on 
whom the ends of the world are come, 
"= deluded by hereticks, and led away 

y the Devil into the paths of error, and 
oY dangerous infection of the FOR 
ſchiſm. 

After enlarging a ood deal 6n this 
point, he proceeds to take notice, that 
whereas the ſevere diſcipline of the church, 
conformable to the zeal of the primitive 
times, concerning the abſtaining from fleſh 
in Lenz, had been found to produce ſun- 
dry great. inconveniences to the ſcrupulous 
obſervers thereof; (all which are enume- 
rated and enlarg d on with very pathetick 
complaints: ) Therefore, ſays the Bull, to 
lighten ſuch burthens, which, like an heavy 
yoke, do gall the neck of our zealous catho- 
lick 1 and, to make the obſervance 
of Lent leſs painful to them; We, by Vir 

tue 
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tue of the ſupreme authority committed to 
us from above, have thought fit to pro- 
nounce and determine, bg by theſe pre- 
ſents do abſolutely determine and de- 
cree, that all wild fowl,; and more particu- 
larly and eſpecially thoſe which reſort to and 
generally live on the water, and frequent 
rivers, | ponds, lakes and ſeas, be from 
henceforth deem'd and taken as fiſh, and 
be uſed, underſtood, receiv'd and- taken 
as ſuch, by the faithful for ever. 
Moreover, that no doubt, eme or 
ſerbple herein may remain in the minds 
of all true catholicks, concerning the deem. 
ine; taking, uſing, underſtanding, receiv- 
ing and eating the ſeveral kinds of fowl, 
for real and actual fiſh, as we have and 
hereby do pronounce and decree by our 
ſufficient authority and determination; we 
have thought fit to annex and ſubjoin here- 
unto thoſe cogent and weighty reaſons and 
motives, that have determin'd our judgment 
in this matter, in which the ſalvation of 
fouls, our wm and chief care, is fo _ 
ly embark d. 2 g 
Firſt then, whereas the original un fi 
tion of fiſh being appointed to be eat in to 


Tr was 9 built on the opinions th 
of 
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of thoſe eminent phyſicians and philoſophers 
Galen, tppocrates; : Gbryſoppusgcandeiraftr 
ſtratus, who maintain d, that fiſn do not 
nouriſn any more than water, into which 
they are immediately turn d, we do declare 
the ſame to be falſe and abſurd, groundleſs 
and ridiculous. For tho Arioſtila, in his 

fifth book, does maintain that opinion, 
whoſe great authority, with choſe afore- 
cited, did too far influence the piety of the 
church herein; yet it is found = — 
experience, that thoſe kinds, . only 
accounted as fiſh, do rather nouriſh the 
body more than thoſe kinds, which we have, 
and hereby do allow to the faithful. It is 
alſo as vulgar and trivial an error, that thoſe 
kinds of fiſh were appointed to be eaten 
in faſt· days, and in Lent particularly, be- 

cauſe in the Deluge the ſea and all kinds of 
hih, eſcap'd the 3 curſe that fell on 
N creatures, the earth and its pro- 

ductions; for it is certain, tas curls fell 
equally. on all. 

But, ſecondly, our ar judgment rat's heats 
grounded on theſe other important reaſons; 
firſt, becauſe of the great and ſurprizing con- 
formity between theſe two ſpecies of animals, 


| the feathers of the one anſwering, the ſakes 
| ot 
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of the other, as the clearfneſe, fluidity and 
brightneſs of the water, the element of the 


one, doth to the air, the uſual element of 
the other; in beth which elements alſo 


they: do mutually live, as a ſort of am- 


hibious creatures, as the diving of water- 


fowl, and the flying of ſome fiſh, and the 


frking and leaping out of water of all, 
do plainly maniteſt. 

- But further, this conformity 1s Soi all 
in the fins of the one correſponding to the 
wings of the other, and that they agree 
in that remarkable circumſtance peculiar to 
them, of moving the lower eye-lid only, 
and that many of them have a kind of 
hales in their heads for eyes and ears which 
no other animals have; and, which is ſtill 
more wonderful, neither of them have blad- 
ders, or do ſtale or urine like other crea- 


tures; and the very motion of the one in 
the air, (the tail ſerving as a rudder to 


both) is nearly reſembling that of the other 
in the water. But there is ſtill behind a 
yet more ſurprizing proof of this great 
conformity between them, and which has 
been of great weight with us; and that is, 
that the globules of their blood are both of 


an oval figure, which is found in no other 
ﬆ animals, 
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animals; as is evident eyery;. day to thoſe: 
who make uſe of Wee e en put 
this point out of all doubt. cho n 

But, thirdly, what has mightily deter- 
minin'd us herein, is the conſtant uſage of 
all our predeceſſors 1 in the Roman dee, ho 


have ever allow'd the ſea-fowl call'd the 


Macreuſe, to be deem'd, eaten and taken 
as fiſh; which is a plain Indication, that 
our preſent decrees and determinations! are 
in all reſpects bottom'd on the ſame truths; 
and conformable to theirs. It is true, the 
learned Maudæus has ' pretended to prove 
that wild fowl, and eſpecially the Macreuſe 
aforeſaid, cannot be reckon'd. fiſh, - becauſe 
all animals that have necks, bare lungs, 
and if lungs cannot be fiſh : But this is ſo 
vile and falſe a way of reaſoning, that it de- 
ſerves not to be confuted, ſince both whales; 
and dolphins are fiſh, and yet have lungs, 
as the/learned * Sealer Fah over Again 
Caran. "XA 

But, 4thly, we Hons: anda thi Kerr

There 
is alſo leſs work and husbandry done then, 
from the ſame cauſe, men as well as beaſts 
being then much weaker, by having been 
pinch'd by the bitterneſs of winter, and at 
the ſame time ſtinted in their food; many 
weaker husbandmen being alſo killed by the 
change of diet. Nay, this evil extends to 
their very calves, kids and lambs, which are 
frequently ſtarv'd, or at bẽſt ſtinted in their 
growth, by having little milk left to ſuckle 
them; all which are heavy grievances, and 
produce many ill ne to our catho- 
ur children. N 
Laſtly, we have been mov a hereunto by 
two ſpecial reaſons. The one is, = ny 
Wulle 
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while gur faithfuliſons are thus pitch d and 
burthen d, hereticks thrive, and are ſatted 
by their loſſes, keeping at leaſt ooo veſſals 
in taking fiſh, which they extort great 
rates for from our people, to the great de- 
triment of our church, and the intolerable 
increaſe of their naval power. But our 
other reaſon is no leſs gay FR ne and 
that is, that Lent is moſt unequally ſettled 
and appointed throughout the chriſtian 
world; for while the Rithful in Europe are 
thus bow'd down to the grave, by the ſe 
verity of the church, others, in different 
regions of the world, have their Lent in ſo 
favourable a time of the year, that their 
fruits and gardens load them with all kinds 
of delights. Of this laſt point, Chile, and 
its fruitful country and climate, among 
many others, is a flagrant inſtance; and 
therefore it is but fit to bring all catholick 
chriſtians herein upon a greater equality, 
and to prevent Europe from envying the 
advantages of the youngeſt — of- the 
church, America. 

For theſe therefore, * many alin 45 
important reaſons, which it is needlek, or 
improper. to inſert here; we, out of our 
paternal care of the faithful, have, and beer

Laſtly, for the greater eaſe, conſolation, 
and ſatisfaction of all the faithful, and that 
their bodies may not be worſe treated than 
thoſe of ſchiſmaticks and hereticks, when 
their ſouls are fo much better ſecur'd and 
provided for; we do further determine and 
decree, that as well on all faſt-days, as 
throughout the whole of Lent, it ſhall be 
lawful to all our Nuncio's, Biſhops, and 
pariſh-prieſts; and all proper officers duly au- 
thoriz'd by us to that end, to iffue licenſes 
to all fick people, or all that are afraid of be-

It they were mere fables invented to deceive, 
they would have been model'd, to as near 
a conformity as poſſibly they could, to the 
leaſt diſputed realities, and would have put 
on the dreſs of probability at leaſt, in order 
to impoſe on the credulity of mankind.

embryo ſtate, the majeſty of the pagan re- 
ligion there, the birth and riſe of the Chriz 
ein, the breaking of the Roman Empire 
into ſeveral little ſcraps and pieces, which 
are now miſcall'd Kingdocs: the ſpreading. 
conqueſts of the Pope and his Monks, their 
diſpoſing of crowns and ſceptres, and tem- 
poral and eternal happineſs at their pleaſure; 
the reformation of Religion, and all the 
wars, factions and revolutions, which that 
ſpiritual Monarch occaſion'd, to maintain 
his Empire on earth, and his intereſts and 
pretended alliances with heaven: Let them 
reflect, I ſay, if ſuch a relation (or predicti- 
on) would not be receiv'd as more ridiculous 
and impoſſible, than thoſe that are men- 
tion'd in theſe ſix volumes.

leſs holy and religiouſly given, would fooliſh- 


ly boggle at. I therefore ſhall only put
